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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY, PASSED 
APRIL 12, 1843, AND AMENDED FEBRUARY 9, 1849. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as Sollows ; 


$1. All such persons as now are, or may hereafter become members of the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society, formed in the City of New York, in the year One Thousand Fight Hundred 
and Thirty-two, shall be, and hereby are, constituted a body corporate, by the name of the American 


Baptist Home Mission Society, for the purpose of promoting the preaching of the Gospel in North 
America. 


-§2. This Corporation shall be capable of taking, holding, or receiving any property, real or 
personal, by virtue of any devise or bequest contained in any last will or testament of any person 
whomsoever, the clear annual income of which devise or bequest shall not exceed the sum of ten 
thousand dollars; Provided, no person leaving a wife or child, or parent, shall devise or bequeath 
said Corporation more than one-fourth of his or her estate, after the payment of his or her debts, 
and such devise or bequest shall be valid to the extent of such one-fourth, and no such devise or 
bequest shall be valid in any will which shall not have been made and executed at least two months 
before the death of the testator; and provided that no verbal mistake in the name of the said Cor- 
poration shall invalidate any gift, grant, devise, or legacy intended for it. The net income of 


said Society, arising from their real estate, shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars 
annually. 


§3. This Corporation shall possess the general powers, and be subjected to the provisions contained 


in title third of chapter eighteen of the first part of the Revised Statutes, so far as the same are 
applicable, and haye not been repealed. 


§4. This Act shall take effect immediately. 
$5. The Legislature may at any time modify or repeal this Act. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


NAME. 


I. Tus Society shall be called the American Baptist Home Mission Society.

OBJECT. 


II. The object of this Society shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel i in North 
America, 


MEMBERSHIP. 


III. The Society shall be composed of Annual Delegates, Life Members and Life Directors. 
Any Baptist church, in union with the denomination, may appoint a delegate for an annual con- 
tribution of ten dollars, and an additional delegate for each additional thirty dollars. Thirty dol- 
lars shall be requisite to constitute a member for life; and one hundred dollars paid at one time, 
orasum which, in addition to any previous contribution, shall amount to one hundred ontians, 
shall be requisite to constitute a director for life. 


OFFICERS, 


IV. The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice Presidents, a Treasurer, an Auditor, 


a Corresponding Secretary, a Financial Secretary, and a Recording Secretary, whom the Society 
shall annually elect by ballot. 


MANAGERS AND EXECUTIVE BOARD. 


V. The Officers and Life Directors shall meet immediately after the Annual Meeting of the 
Society, and elect fifteen Managers, residing in the city of New York, or its vicinity, who, together 
with the Treasurer, Auditor, and the Secretaries, shall constitute an Executive Board to conduct 
the business of the Society ; and shall respectively continue to discharge their official duties until 


superseded by a new election. Seven members of the Board shall be a quorum for the transaction 
of business. 


| POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD. 

VI. The Executive Board shall have power to appoint its own meetings; elect its own Chairman 
and Recording Secretary ; enact its own By-Laws and Rules of Order, provided always, that they be 
not inconsistent with this Constitution; fill any vacancies which may occur in their own body or 
in the offices of the Society during the year; and, if deemed necessary by two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present-at a regular meeting, convene special meetings of the Society. They shall establish 
such Agencies as the interests of the Soeiety may require; appoint Agents and Missionaries; fix 
their compensation; direct and instruct them concerning their particular fields and labors; make 
all appropriations to be paid out of the treasury; and present to the Society, at each annual meet- 
ing, a full report, of their pene during the current year. 


DESIGNATED FUNDS. 
VII. All moneys or other property contributed and designated for any particular Missionary 
field, shall be so appropriated, or returned to the donors, or their lawful agents. 
TREASURER. 
VIII. The Treasurer shall give bonds to such amount as the Executive Board shall think proper. 


ELIGIBILITY TO APPOINTMENT. 
IX. All the Officers, Managers, Missionaries, and Agents of the Society, shall be members in 
good standing in regular Baptist churches. 
ANNUAL MEETING. | 
X. The Society shall meet annually, at such time and place as the Executive Board shall appoint. 


_ ALTERATIONS OF THE CONSTITUTION. . 


XI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made without an affirmative vote of two-thirds of 
the members present at an annual meeting; nor unless the same shall have been proposed in 


writing, and the proposition sustained by a majority vote, at a previous annual meeting, or recom- 
mended by the Executive Board.

American Duptist Home Nlission Society, 
HELD IN BROOKLYN, 


May 9th, 1855. 


The Society met on Wednesday, the 9th of May, 1855, in the meeting 
house of the Pierrepont street Baptist Church, at 10 a.m. 

The meeting was called to order by Wa. Cotearz, Esq., Vice President, 
when, after a few appropriate remarks from the Chair, in reference to the im- 
portance of prayer for Divine wisdom and the spirit of Jesus, Rev. J. C. 
Harrison, of Pennsylvania, led the assembly in an address to the Throne 
of Grace. 

Letters were read from Hon. Isaac Davis, LL.D., President of the So- 
ciety, and Tuos. Armrrace, D.D., Recording Secretary, stating that they 
would not be able to be present, and declining a re-election to their respect- 
ive offices.

The Committee on Rooms not being ready to report, Rev. D. C. Eppy, 
of Mass., in accordance with a previous arrangement and by request 
of the Socicty, then delivered an address, taking for his subject the power 
and growth of Romanism in this Country, and connected therewith the 
claims of Home Missions. 


The Committee to whom were referred the papers relating to Rooms, then 
presented their Report, which was accepted. On motion of Rev. H. Liv- 
coun, of Mass., seconded by Rev. A. D. Gimterte, of N. Y., its recom- 
mendations were adopted without debate, and Messrs. iethren EBENEZER 
Cavtpwett, THomas Tuomas, Joun B. Dursrow, Joun M. Ferrier 
Witutam T. Duaan, and Georce Gavtt, were appointed a special Com- 
mittee to execute and carry out its provisions and instructions.

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- Tur Executive Board of the American Baptist Home © 
‘Mission Society present their twenty-third Annual Report, 
with gratitude to the Benefactor of men for their expe- 
rience of his goodness through the past missionary year. 
Death has not, as often heretofore, invaded their circle. 
The officers and managers have all been mercifully pre- 
served, and they are not aware of more than two deaths 
among the company of their missionaries. An amiable 
lad, however, employed in the Mission Rooms, to whom 
all had become warmly attached, was suddenly removed 
from among us. The missionaries were Rev. Lyman 
Hutchins, of Wisconsin, and Rev. Nathan Denison, for- 
merly of the State of New York. The last one had been 
but a short time on his field in Illinois, and was cut down 
in the midst of his strength and usefulness. But of the — 
members and directors for life a larger number has fallen. 
Of the former, thirty-seven, and of the latter, four have 
died ; of whom fifteen were ministers of the Gospel, and 
five were ministers’ wives. These all died, we trust, in 
faith, having confessed that they were strangers and pil- 
grims on the earth, and have gone to possess the better 
country, which they sought—that is, the heavenly. 


Their names are recorded in our list of deceased mem- 
bers. 
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DIRECTORS AND MEMBERS FOR LIFE. 

In the course of the past year an addition of 70 names 
has been made to our list of directors, and 4 have died, 
making the present number 517. The addition to the 
number of members has been 578; but 37 have died, 


and 82 have been constituted directors, making the total 


number at present 3877. 


LEGACIES. | 

Of the receipts of the last year, upwards of eight thou- 
sand dollars were in legacies—a considerable larger 
amount than has been received from the same source in 
any previous year ; which shows an increased appreciation 
of the cause of Home Missions among the people—an ap- 
preciation which swells in their hearts and sends forth a 


. gush of warm sympathy and love, as the realities of eter- 


nity settle around their departing spirits, opening more 


clearly to their view the blessed results to men of the 


preaching of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

The legacies received were from the estates of W. dL. 
Katon, of New Hampshire ; Asa Read, George Corbett, 
W. 8. Ward, David .Trull, and Miss Mercy Hayden, of 
Massachusetts ; Mrs. Abby Arnold, of Rhode Island ; 
Friend Saniakesy, Garrat N. Bleecker, John Goodell, 
Roger Pegg, John Goodell, jr., Mrs. Eunice Shephard- 
son, Mrs. Mary Johnson, Mrs. Olive Stowell, and Mrs. 
Frances Thompson, of New York; D. Valentine and 
Thomas 8. Murray, of Pennsylvania. A paymentin advance 
has been made by Charles H. Nichols, of Massachusetts, 
and an addition to a former receipt from the estate of 
Jacob Whitman, of Illinois. 

The legacies from the estates of Garrat N. Bleecker 


and Friend Humphrey are for specific objects, and un- 
available for general purposes. 
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CONTINGENT FUND. 

Provision was made at the last anniversary for gradu- 
ally creating a Contingent Fund of twenty-five thousand 
dollars, the principal of which would constitute a safe- 
guard to the financial credit of the Society in emergencies, 
and the interest to be used in payment of the secretaries’ 

salaries, thus providing effectual means of reducing the 
percentage on the annual receipts used in payment of 
contingent expenses. The arrangement was based on the 
fact, unofficially known to some members of the Board 
about two years ago, that the late much-respected audi- 
tor, Garrat Noel Bleecker, had made a liberal bequest in 
favor of the Society for those specific purposes. We are 
happy in being able now to say that the legacy, amount- 
ing to six thousand dollars, was paid early in the year, 
and was immediately invested in an undoubted mortgage 
on real estate. It is a valuable nucleus around which, it 
is hoped, may be gathered, in due time, the deficient 
amount proposed for the fund, and is an admirable ex- 
ample of Christian benevolence and forethought, well 
_ worthy of the imitation of all possessing means and dis- 
posed to promote the important objects contemplated in 
the plan. The consummation of the plan will form a 


noble monument to the memory of the individuals from 
whom it may be derived. 


CHURCH EDIFICE FUND. : 

It would be specially gratifying to the Board if circum- 
stances allowed them to report satisfactory progress in 
creating the fund for building church edifices, as hereto- 
fore proposed, but a series of unpropitious events have © 
disappointed their hopes. Much delay was experienced 
in the selection of a suitable agent to solicit funds, and 


after such an one was appointed he was unexpectedly 
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prevented, several months, by domestic affliction, from 
entering upon the duties of his appointment, and, for 
various reasons, continued but a short time. Having 
rendered good service in one or two specific cases, he 
considered it his duty to resign, and the Board reluctantly 
acquiesced in the measure. | 


Something, however, has been done in carrying out the 


design of the Church Edifice Fund. Voluntary contri- 


butions, for the benefit of particular churches, and others 
to be appropriated at the discretion of the Board, have 
been received, in all amounting to the sum of $4466. 60, 


all of which has been appropriated for the specified pur- 


pose, some of it in the form of loans drawing a small in- © 


terest, and will eventually become a portion of the fund. 
The legacy of the Hon. Friend Humphrey was specifically 


designated for this fund. — 

The plan is decidedly popular, and has elicited much 
commendation. But for untoward events, we might now 
have had the happiness of announcing successful progress 
in this new branch of our labors. | 

We will only add, the evidence of the necessity and 
utility of such a fund has increased during the year, and — 


- were the Board in possession of buta tithe of the amount | 


proposed, they feel confident that great advantage could 
be conferred upon churches in. important places, and a 
large return would soon flow into our treasury for the 
wider spread of the Gospel. This remark is specially 


applicable to two cases on account of which liabilities have 


been actually assumed, requiring between one and two. 
thousand dollars quarterly, throughout the ensuing year : 
one in the city of Madison, the seat of Government in 
Wisconsin, the other in Dunkirk, in the State of New 


_ York. To these we might add others equally needy and 


deserving of aid. The young church in the city of To- 
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ledo, in Ohio, has, with rare energy and self-denial, suc- 
ceeded in inclosing a good building, but it remains unfin- 
ished and useless for want of funds. The small and 
interesting church in Albuquerque, in New Mexico, the 
first and only one in that dark portion of our field, have 
- the offer of a valuable plot of land as a donation from a 

generous-minded gentleman not connected with our de- 
nomination, if a church edifice is erected on it within a 
given period, but there is danger of its soon re, _— 
| because the means of building cannot be obtained. : 


ALTERATION OF THE CONSTITUTION. 


The Executive Board were instructed, at the last meeting 
of the Society, to recommend such a change in the fifth ar- 
ticle of the Constitution as shall allow the Society to have 
a voice more directly in the election of the Board of Man- 
agers. This subject, though often discussed before, has 
received renewed attention. As the instruction is impera- 
tive, leaving the Board no discretion in deciding as to the 
expediency of such a change, they have no alternative but 
_ to present such a form as would, if adopted, accomplish 

the object in view. This they conceive could be done by 
striking out of the article, as it now stands, the words: — 
‘The Officers and Life Directors shall meet immediately 
_ after the annual meeting of the Society, and,” and substi- 
tute the words: ‘The Society shall also annually,’—leav- 
ing the remainder of the article as it is. It would then 
read thus, ‘5th, The Society shall also annually elect fif- 
teen managers,’ &c., 

But the Board can only present this plan of alteration 
for the consideration of the Society. They do not recom-. 
mend its adoption, for the following reasons : 

manner in which the change was proposed, 
probably, inadvertent, appears to be an evasion of the. 
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11th article of the Constitution, which points out with 
great precision the manner in which alterations of that 


Instrument may be made on the motion of an individual 


member, that is, by the presentation of the alteration de- 
sired, in a specific form, which, if accepted by a major 
vote of the Society, is to stand one year subject to the con- 
sideration of the Society and then to be adopted only by 
a vote of two thirds of the members present at the next 
anniversary. In the present instance the specific form of 
the change proposed has not been under consideration for. 
a year, nor even presented by the mover. Itis now pre- 
sented for the first time. | 

Again. A change may be voluntarily by 
the Executive Board, but then it is supposed to be the re- 
sult of careful investigation and based upon good and suf- 
ficient reasons; but in the present case, it is not volun- 


tarily recommended. It is presented as the result of 


positive instructions, framed without any reason for its ne- 
cessity having been assigned by the mover and submitted 


by the Society without any discussion of its merits. As 
good and sufficient reasons do not, in the opinion of the 


Board, exist for such a change at present, a recom- 
mendation of it, however carefully drawn up, would place 


the Board in a false position,—a position certainly not 


contemplated by the framers of the Constitution. With 
these views the Board believe that, but for exciting - 
circumstances, diverting the minds of the members from 
the peculiar construction of the Resolution standing on 
the minutes of the last annual meeting, they would have 
been spared the task required of them. _ 

But, although the Board have carefully investigat-. 
ed the subject, instead of finding good and sufficient 
reasons for the proposed change, they have, as they be- 
lieve, found such reasons existing against it. 
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Thus. The provision of the Fifth Article, sought to be 
changed, as it now stands, was adopted at the original or- 
ganization of the Society, and was based on the following 
considerations. 

1st. The Third Article requires the sum of $100 of such 
persons as shall be entitled to Life Directorship, while it 


provides for Life Membership by the payment of only 


$30, and for annual membership a much smaller amount. 
‘The larger amount requisite for directorship was adopt- 
ed, doubtless, with considerable reference to the neces- 
sities of the treasury, and was intended as a special means 
of replenishing it; but the proposed change would give 
both classes of members an equal right with directors, and 
therefore destroy that motive to enlarged liberality, and 
thus unfavorably effect the annual contributions to the 
treasury. 

2d. It was considered proper and right by the original 
founders of the Society that individuals who were dispos- 


ed to contribute the amount requisite for a directorship 


should enjoy some equivalent privilege or right, hence 
they were invested with the right of acting with the offi- 
cers elected by the popular vote in the selection of man- 
agers. No other special rightis, or ever has been, allowed 
them. The proposed change would destroy that right 
and the remaining motive to secure the directorship. 


3d. It is to be presumed that many if not all the pres- 


ent life directors paid the requisite amount of money to 
become such on the consideration contained in the Con- 
stitution that the election of managers should devolve on 
them in conjunction with certain officers. Simple justice 
therefore demands their protection in ‘the exercise of this 
vested right, until some satisfactory asian aes is devised 
and conferred upon them. 


Ath. Propositions have been made heretofore in the 
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Executive Board and meetings of the Society for some 
change like that now proposed, and, after much discussion, 
have been. overruled or withdrawn, on the ground that 


_ the interests of the Society would be ws arsine or not at all 


benefited by the change. 
In view of all which considerations the Executive Board 


respectfully recommend that the proposed — be in- 
definitely postponed: 


HOME MISSION ROOMS. 


At the last anniversary of the Society the Executive © 
Board were authorized and instructed to engage suitable 
rooms ina building in Nassau Street, in the city of New 
York, erected by certain Baptist brethren, and to enter 
upon the use of the same as soon as such rooms should be 
granted to the Society on a durable lease, free from rent, 
provided an equally desirable lease, whether in regard to 
permanency, commodiousness and convenience, or all to- 


gether, could not be secured in the location at that time 


occupied in Broome Street. 

_An examination of the various points included in the 
instructions was commenced at as early.a period of the 
year as practicable, and, after being discussed on several 
occasions, resulted in the decision to remove to those ~ 


rooms. The removal was effected on the first of N ovem- 
ber, 1854. 


| FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 

Our friends will be gratified to learn that our aggre- 
gate receipts for the year are larger than the general 
financial embarrassments of the country at one time 
would allow us to anticipate. Contributions have also 
been withheld from our treasury by some who have been 
previously accustomed to co-operate with us ; yet we are 
enabled to present the following statement :

' We have said that this exhibit of our financial matters 
is gratifying. By comparison with our early fears, and 
perhaps with the fiscal statements of many other be- 
nevolent societies, it is so. But when we recall our 
numerous declinatures to enter opening, promising 
fields ; the words of discouragement and disheartening 
delay uttered to numerous parties; the necessities that 
have compelled a deaf ear to many an earnest entreaty 
even for a renewed commission, notwithstanding the high 
hopes that were raised at our last Anniversary ; and with 
all these occasions of sadness, remind ourselves that the 
Lord of the harvest, whom we serve, has the most indis- 
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putable right to the gold and silver of the whole earth, 
and to the cattle on its ten thousand hills—that the Great 
Head of the Church has given to Baptists a worldly por- 
tion scarcely inferior to that possessed by any other de- 
nomination of his sacramental host, in this country ; and 
that both the providence of God and his written Word urge 
upon us the claims of Home Missions as with a voice of 
seven thunders, assuring us that what is done to prevent 
the overflowing of superstition, infidelity, and barbarism, 
into our Central Valleys, and over our Pacific slopes, must 
be done quickly—surely we have abundant reason for sor- 
row, thoughtfulness and earnest consideration ; while, in 
the name and help of the first Great Missionary, the Au- 
thor, the Exemplar, and the Friend of Home Missions, 
who, though once rich, for our sakes became poor that we 
through his poverty might be made rich and make others 
rich also, it becomes us only to address ourselves to the 
duties and opportunities of the immense and mighty pres- ~ 
ent, and the threatening, promising, mystery-bearing fu- 
ture, with a faith and zeal and self-sacrificing devoted- 
ness which shall neither be appalled in the darkness and 
storm ; disheartened nor faint in the sternest and dead- 
hest rite : nor refuse or give grudgingly any service 


: whatsoever of time or money, which the cause may de- 


mand. 

More could have been accomplished by your Board, the 
past year, if they had been able to depend upon larger 
supplies of the material of which good promises to pay 
are made. That they did not enlarge their operations to 
a scale of $75,000, as conditionally authorized by the So- 
ciety in Philadelphia, was surely no fault of theirs, either 
as to their desires, their opportunities, their plans, or their 
appointment and use of Agencies. They have kept the 


bottom of the Treasury in sight, the whole year through, 
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and even the present balance on hand, but $140 48, is 
borrowed money. This, not because our receipts have 
been so very small, as that our liabilities have been so nu- 
-merous and imperative. 

_ We would, in this connection, remind the patrons of the 
Society how very important it is to send in their contribu- 
tions as early in the fiscal year as possible. The liabilities 
of the Society are maturing constantly, so that every 
month requires from $4,000 to $6,000 in cash, or its 
equivalent. Of course, unless the requisite funds are in 
hand when our drafts fall due, the Treasurer must raise 
the amount on temporary loans, paying the necessary 
interest, or protests and disgrace can not be avoided. 
Another expedient has been rendered necessary, the past 
year, partly by the difficulty of obtaining loans on call, but 
chiefly if not altogether by the fact that our receipts have 
not been sufficiently large and prompt, month by month. 
Our missionaries have, in many instances, been given. 
drafts that were payable, not at sight, nor ten days after, 
as usual, but thirty, and even sixty days after presenta- 
tion. This was better than protested paper, it is true, but 
it made many a Missionary’s family sad, and doubtless 
spoiled some sermons. 

Elsewhere you will have presented estimates and ne- 
cessities for the ensuing year. It is sufficient to say here 
_ that our fieldis as wide as our Country, our opportunities 
and our calls to duty are as numerous as are her upstart- 
ing villages and growing centres of population, industry 
and thrift. We can be limited only by our resources. 


MISSIONARY OPERATIONS. 


_ The missionary operations of the Society have been 
more circumscribed than in the previous year. Guided 
by tlie unanimous vote of the Society at its last meeting, 
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the Board, in the early part of the year, freely increased 
the number of appointments, but failing to realize a cor- 
responding increase of receipts into the treasury, a change 
of policy became necessary, and a system of retrenchment 
was substituted. Since then, nearly all applications for 
new appointments have been declined, or temporarily 
deferred, in hope that means would be supplied to justify 
- favorable responses ; but the report of an over-drawn trea- 
sury at the close of the year furnishes our reason for stating 
that those applications yet remain deferred. For the last 
six months only 10 new appointments have been made. 
Of these, 3 were substitutes for missionaries who had 
_ removed from places of too much importance to remain 
7] destitute, 3 were for Kansas, Nebraska, and New Gre- 
at nada, and 38 were for stations in Oregon and California, 
ae which could be supplied by ministers already in those 
fields, thus saving a considerable amount for traveling 
4 expenses, usually appropriated to those who proceed to 
such distant places. 


qi THE VALLEY OF THE MISSISSIPPI. 

i The valley of the Mississippi, ever increasing in popu- 
lation, and ever producing new villages and cities and 
churches, has received all the attention which the limited 


means of the Board would allow, and, as heretofore, the 
results have encouraging. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


On the const, of the Pacific Ocean the Board basi not 
been able to enlarge their operations to the extent they 
desired. 

Two ministers, residing in Oregon, have received ap- 
pointments for that Territory, and are laboring advan- 
tageously—one of them in Portland, the principal com- 
mercial city in the Territory, where there are OMENS 
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prospects of rearing up a self-sustaining church in a few 
years. A minister appointed for Oregon City, and men- 
tioned in our last report as being detained from embark- 
ing, on account of domestic affliction, has since lost his 
health, and abandoned the idea of proceeding. 

‘Two missionaries under appointment last year in Cali- 
fornia, are still continued, and are accomplishing much, 
in building up the cause of Christ. Another has been 
added to the number, in the person of a member of one 
of the churches in that State, who is well and favorably 
known to the Board, and who, in view of the importance 
of the field and the necessity of its immediate cultivation, 
relinquished profitable employment in a secular profession, 
to engage in the work of a Gospel minister. Another 
minister, appointed more than a year ago, whose journey 
to that State was prevented by the hand of Divine Provi- 
dence, would have been sent forward but for the continu- 
ance of that providence. The undertaking is considered 
as abandoned for the present. Still another appointment 

was made the past year, but with no better result. | 

The church at Stockton, under the care of the Rev. J. 
B. Saxton, who has been sustained by the Society, has 
become sufficiently able to assume his entire support, 
and are now enjoying encouraging prospects of greater — 
success. 

NEW MEXICO. 

One minister has been added to the missionary com- 
pany in New Mexico, and a converted native is employed 
as an assistant. A vacancy occurred in the station at 
Santa Fé, by the return of Rev. Mr. Smith to the 
Eastern States, which is temporarily supplied by the new — 
missionary, Rey. F. Tolhurst. Rev. Mr. Read is at pres- 
ent the only missionary whose labor is chiefly devoted 
to the Mexican population. His field is very extensive, 
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embracing nearly the southern half of the Territory on 
both sides of the Rio Grande. The church at Albuquerque > 
is under his care, where some Americans reside and at- 
tend his ministry. He has baptized 3 persons, who, we 
have reason to believe, are Mexicans ; but the particulars 
have not reached us. 

_ The Word of God appears to be takmg root in » New 
Mexico. Public worship is better attended than formerly, 
and, in Santa Fé especially, by the most respectable and 


- influential people ; while a general interest in the institu- 


tions of evangelical religion seems to extend gradually 
among all classes. 


NEW TERRITORIES. 


Since the last anniversary the Territories of Kansas and 
Nebraska have been organized and opened to the occu- 
pancy of emigrants, and large numbers of a good class of 
Americans have already become residents of them. 

Among the number who have gone to Kansas, are two 
well qualified ministers, under the appointment of the 
Board, and they have faithfully labored there throughout 
the winter. A third is now under appointment for Ne- 
braska, and soon after the celebration of the anniversary 
of the Society will, with the favor of Divine Providence, 
have reached his field. He proceeds under unusually 
favorable auspices. His principal station will be Fonta- 
nelle, which will, probably, become the seat of govern- 
ment for that Territory. The arrangement seems to 

promise satisfactory results. 


| INDIAN MISSIONS. 

Encouraging progress is made by our missionaries 
among the Indians of New Mexico. At the Puebla of 
Laguna the cause has steadily advanced. The Rey. Mr. 
Gorman has labored with unremitting zeal and faithful- 
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ness in preaching the Gospel and teaching a school, and 
the Divine blessing has attended his labors. His inter- 
preter, José Sanun, has renounced the superstitions of 


Romanism, and, having given satisfactory evidence of being 
regenerated by the Holy Spirit, has been baptized and 


become a member of the Church in Albuquerque. Since 
that event he has exhibited great devotedness to the cause 
of Christ ; acting as an interpreter to Brother Gorman 
when needed, and as a preacher among his countrymen 
at other times. Having the confidence of the people to a 
great degree—among whom he is, evidently, very useful 
—the Board have made provision for his continued labors. 
A daughter of Brother Gorman has likewise been brought 
to the knowledge of the truth as it is in Christ, whom also 
he has baptized. The attention of the Pueblds to the 
services of the sanctuary is improving, the congregations 
numbering from 100 to 300 persons. This success in- 
creases the opposition of the priests to our missionary, 
but the Governor is his friend ; affords him abundant pro- 
tection, and manifests deep personal interest in his labors 
for the good of the people. 

Rev. J. M. Shaw as yet continues at Fort Deleade, 
where he is perfecting himself in the knowledge of the 
Navajo dialect, under the instruction of the best teacher 
he can obtain. 

An attempt was made in the course of the year to 
establish a station at Zuni, the most populous Pueblo in 
the territory, situated favorably for him to labor advan- 
tageously among the people of that place, and at the 
same time bestow all the attention that would be really 
necessary and practicable for some time upon the Indians 
of the Navajo and Appaché tribes. In this, however, he 
was defeated by the intrigues of men of corrupt minds, 
whose traffic with the Indians would probably be unfa- 
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vorably affected by such anarrangement. The good seed 
sown athong these tribes, however, seems to have found 


a lodgment in good ground, and it is pepes: will soon 


exhibit signs of life and fruitfulness. 

Brother Shaw was strengthened a small portion of 
the year by the co-operation of Rev. F. Tolhurst, who 
was sent out under the appointment of the Board, but, 
from a cause already mentioned, that arrangement was 
necessarily interrupted for the present. 

The station at Pembina, in Minnesota Territory, has | 
been discontinued on account of hostilities between the 
Chippewa Indians residing in that region, and their neigh- 
bors, the Sioux. To remedy this unexpected interrup- 
tion, the Board contemplated the establishment of a sta- 
tion at Winnepeg, more remote from the theatre of their 


wars, among another band of Chippewas ; but having been 


disappointed in securing the services of any intelligent 


_ American minister qualified to superintend the operations, 
~ which was essential to success, and Rev. Mr. Tanner 


having determined to devote himself to the work of civil- 
ization rather than that of the ministry, the project was 
abandoned until it could be resumed under favorable 
auspices. 

GRANDE LIGNE. 
The Board continue to support all the ministers of the 


Gospel at the stations of the Grande Ligne Mission, in 


Canada, and feel much encouraged by the advance made by. 


them in the enlightened knowledge of Jesus Christ, and 


the preaching of the way of obedience and salvation 
fhrough his blood and righteousness. 


_ AN ADVANCED POST. 

__ In the Caribbean Sea, near the coast of Nicaragua, lies 
the Island of San Andreas, or St. Andrew, belonging to 
the Republic of New Grenada, and containing some 1400 
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inhabitants, a large portion of whom are emancipated — 
slaves. It is a pleasant and healthy spot. Here a mis- 

sionary ofthe Laight Street Church, in New York, has been 
laboring a few years under many disadvantages, steadfast- 
ly devoting himself to the work of the ministry, support- 
ing himself chiefly by his own hands, and steadily reject- 
ing repeated appointments to the highest civil offices in 
the government of the Island, with ample salary for his 
support. God has blessed his labors. The people, who, 
on his arrival there, were ignorant and unbelicving, have 
been reformed in their domestic and social habits, and — 
many of them are transformed in the spirit of their minds ; 
a church of near 300 members has been gathered ; they 
have builta good church edifice and a school house, both 
of which are paid for by their own contributions ; and 
now there are not more than ten or twelve residents of 
the Island but are attendants upon public worship. But 
to preserve these advantages it became necessary that the 
missionary should be -relieved from all secular employ- 
ments which might interfere with his ministry, and at his 
desire and the recommendation of the church in Laight 
Street, he has been adopted as the missionary of the Soci- 
ety ; thus giving us an opportunity to occupy an advanced 
post near the southern boundary of our general field. Thus 
our Zion is stretching forth the curtains of her habitation. 


SUMMARY OF LABORS AND RESULTS. 

Tue number of missionaries and agents employed during 
the past year is 179. Of that number, 140 were in com- 
mission April 1st, 1854. The remaining 39 were new ap- 
pointments. Three quarterly reports, due on the Ist April, 
failed to reach us. Eleven who were under appointment 
some portion of the year, need no further aid from the 
Society. 

Right collecting agents have also been employed the ~ 
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whole or a portion of the year, and, for a few weeken: three 


special agents for purposes connected with the Church 
Edifice Fund. 

The Missionaries were distributed as follows : : In Canada 
(West), 1 ; Canada (East), 9 ; New York (near Canada), 1; 
Pennsylvania,7 ; Delaware, 1 ; Ohio, 8 ; Michigan, 7; Indi- 


ana, 22; Illinois, 28; Wisconsin, 38 ; lowa, 21 ; Minne- 


sota, 10 ; Oregon, 4 ; California, 4 ; New Mexico, 6 ; Kan- 
sas, 2. 

Twenty-one of the number preach in the following for- 
eign languages: French, 8; French and German, 1; French 
and Polish, 1; Swedish, 1 ; Swedish, Danish, and Norwe- 
gian, 1; German, 3; Dutch, 1; Spanish, 2; Spanish and 
Pueblo, 1; Spanish and Navajo Indian, 1; Chippewa and 


French, 1. 


The number of States and Territories occupied is 15. 


The number of stations and out-stations supplied, is 481; 


and the aggregate amount of time bestowed upon the field, 
according to the reports received, is equal to that of one 
man for 128 years and 16 weeks. 

The Missionaries report-the baptism of 1026 persons, 
and the hopeful conversion of 461 others ; the organiza- 
tion of 55 Churches, and the ordination of 36 ministers. 
Twelve church edifices have been completed, and 22 ar 
in progress of building.*

‘THE NECESSITIES OF THE ENSUING YEAR. | 

The experience of the Executive Board goes to show 
that, however much may be properly expended in any 
year, in spreading the gospel in our country, it inevitably 
creates necessity for a larger amount in following years. 
In the language of'a homely adage, though in a better 
sense than ony marks its use, ‘‘the more we do the 
more we may do.” A single conquest by the soldiers of 
the Cross increases the area of the battle-field and the ne- 
cessity for means of other conquests. Our. duty is to 
bring all, if possible,.into subjection to Christ. Itisa 
warfare in which there is no discharge. 

The field now ready for our operations presents neces- 
sity for the employment ofa larger number of missionaries 
than have ever received our commission in a single year. | 
There are points, in a condition to receive immediate at- 
tention, which could not be profitably supplied with less 
than 54 able ministers in addition to those now in the field. 
More than one third of them are in Oregon, California, 
New Mexico, Kansas and Nebraska. The probability of 
being able to obtain such a number of missionaries may 
be seen in the facts that 14 deferred regular applications 
are now on file at the Mission Rooms, and 13 others are 
awaiting such a state of our treasury as would justify — 
calling on the applicants for regular forms; while quite 
as many informal applications have been discouraged be- 
cause of the certain inability of the Board to comply with 
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them. The cause of delay and discouragement in these 
cases is not uncertainty respecting the importance of the 
stations, or the lack of good ministers to occupy them ; it 
is the lack—the great lack of funds to sustain the sippoint- 
ments, if made. The Treasurer has placed before the So- 


ciety what the Board have been compelled to see the last 


six months,—the evidence of an over-drawn treasury and 
the indispensable necessity of sustaining the credit of the 
Society by a resort to loans. 

- The amount necessary for the support of missionaries 
now in the field for one year is estimated at not less than 
$52,000. The amount requisite to place the additional 
50 men needed in their respective stations, and support 
them there one year, is about $35,000. These sums, with 


- the overdrawn amount which should be paid without de- 


lay, make an aggregate of $88,800,as the estimated amount 
needed for the ensuing year. 

With a loan to cancel and a condition of the treasury to 
restore which will admit of our usual promptness in pay- 
ing missionaries’ salaries, it would be highly imprudent to 
increase the liabilities of the Society ; therefore the Board 
regard it as the only true policy to await a more liberal 
and ready supply of the treasury before entering the new 
fields into which they are invited, and where, evidently, 
new success would follow their labors. 


CONCLUSION. 
From the foregoing statements, it will be seen that the 


_ present necessities of the general field are more numerous 


and pressing that at any former period. Political despot- 


ism and social agitation, wars and revolutions in foreign 


lands, combine with irresistible moral potency to over- 
throw the confidence of the masses in their national insti- 
tutions and rulers, and to create i inquiry for a remedy for 
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their woes. Drawn by the powerful attractions of our 

country, hundreds of thousands anually reach our shores, 
and widely diffuse the pernicious influences of foreign re- 
ligion and morals among the people. Especially is this 
the case in the new States and Territories, where, far re- 
moved from the domestic restraints and social examples 
under which they were educated, the hopeful youth and 
vigorous manhood of our native homes have preceded 
them, and where those influences are exerted with aug- 
mented power. There, with amazing rapidity, the immi- — 
grant population continually spreads itself to limits of 
prodigious expansion, erecting new villages and cities; 
establishing new and rapid means of communication bi 
tween them, and promulgating new forms cf error and 
falsehood, by new and popular agencies, skillful in deceit, 
and destructive in moral influence. The work of the Home 
Mission Society is to introduce and establish among them 
the glorious Gospel of the blessed God, including all those 
evangelical instrumentalities which enlighten minds, save 
souls, exalt nations, and promote the glory of God. 

This work we are now specially urged to perform, not 
only by the constitutional design of our organization, but 
also by the loud and reiterated claims of flocks of Christ’s 
sheep and lambs in the wilderness, where they are sur- 
rounded by prowling wolves ; of feeble bands of his disci- 
ples congregated in cities and villages, where stealthy and 
bitter enemies lurk ; and of dependent ministers who, 
without staff or scrip or purse, are there, or longing to be 
there in obedience to the heavenly call, as shepherds of 
the flock, as defenders of the truth, as preachers of right- 
eousness and peace. | 
In view of such high, holy, heaven-born motives to ac- 
tive, vigorous, and efficient benevolent agency, all mere 
local policy or selfish considerations, all personal feeling 
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or pride of opinion, sink into utter insignificancy, and de- 
mand of all, the willing, unreserved, and untiring dedi- 
cation to the great object of our Association, of the utmost 
talent, influence and piety, we possess. The deferred 
claims of those who have so long waited for a litle aid 


should be satisfied ; the hopes of the multitude, now seek- 


ing at our hands the bread of life, must be realized ; and 
we ought to be willing to erucify the world and self, to 
qualify ourselves to more effectually bestow upon the | 
people the unsearchable riches of Jesus Christ. Our as- 
cended Lord and Master commands it, his people expect 


_ it, and our consciences should know no peace till, sinking 


in the dark deep sea of everlasting oblivion, all differences 
and alienations which threaten the peace of Zion, we stand 


- together against the powers of darkness and death, a band 


of brethren, united, powerful and active in building up the 


kingdom of Jesus Christ among men.

“SPECIAL REPORT 


OF THE 


EXECUTIVE BOARD ON ROOMS, 


TO THE AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY, 


Presented May 9th, 1855. 


Ture Committee, appointed by the Executive Board of the Society, by reso- 
lution of the 26th April, 1855, to prepare a statement to be presented at the 
Anniversary, in regard to the removal of the Society to the rooms in Nassau 
street, have the honor to present the following report :— 

They propose to state the action of the Board, under the resolutions of the 
Society instructing such removal, with the reasons that influenced it, and the 
action that the Board have since taken in regard to this subject. They believe 
it to be of sufficient importance to be worthy the careful attention of the Soci- 
ety, and to call for a candid and complete narration of the whole subject, 
although special statements, with sume of the documents, have been already 
published ; these-they haye embodied where appropriate. | 


In April, 1853, the Board and the Society received a communication from a 
Committee of the American and Foreign Bible Society, informing them that 
the property in Nassau street, procured for that Society, would be subject to 
certain provisions, among which was one that the Bible Society should furnish 
to our own and certain other societies suitable rooms and accommodations for 
their business purposes, to be held by them permanently, and free from rent, 
provided they were accepted within two months after tender. This commu- 
nication was accompanied by another from the Corresponding Secretary of the 
Bible Society, making a tender of the rooms to this Society, pursuant to the 
above provision. Upon the subject introduced in these communications, our 
Society, at its anniversary in Troy in May, 1853, passed the following resolu- 
tions :— | 


Ist. Resolved, That the interests of the Society require the selection of a 
new location for the transaction of its business. | 


2d. Resolved, That the Board of the Home Mission Society be directed to 
rent immediately suitable rooms for their accommodation, provided that

pledges be given that the expense shall not be defrayed from the Society’s 
general treasury. | | 


3d. Resolved, That the Board be authorized to raise a fund for the purchase 
of suitable rooms for the Society, at an expense not excceding forty thousand 
dollars, at the earliest opportunity, within two years. 


At the annual meeting in May, 1854, at Philadelphia, this Board reported to 
the Society, that the occupancy of the only suitable place that could be ob- 
tained, pursuant to the second of the above resolutions, had been declined, 
because of a difference of opinion concerning its suitableness and location, and 
because it was thought more advantageous to attempt the immediate purchase 
of a building,to which the removal might be permanent; that upon a close ex- 
amination of the third resolution doubts were created in some minds, whether 
its language was sufficiently authoritative to meet the legal necessities con- 
nected with an actual purchase for the Society ; and the whole subject was 
therefore deferred. Upon the presentation of this report to the Society the 
following preamble and resolution were offered, and, after the addition of the 
concluding proviso, were adopted, without an opposing vote :— 


Whereas, a large number of Baptist brethren in the city of New York, and 
other places, have purchased a valuable property in that city, fronting on 
Nassau street, and extending to the street in the rear, with the liberal design 
of providing rooms without the expense’ of rent, for the use of several societies 
connected with the Baptist denomination ; the said premises being situated 


in the midst of the most important thoroughfares of the city, and convenient of 


access from the neighboring cities; and 


Whereas, the said brethren have proceeded to erect thereon a large and 
elegant marble building, with spacious rooms, which are understood to be 
available ; therefore, oe 


Resolved, That the Executive Board are hereby authorized and instructed to 
engage suitable rooms in the building aforesaid, and to enter upon the use of 


the same, as soon as such rooms are granted to this Society, on a durable 
lease, free from rent. | 


Provided an equally desirable lease, whether in regard to permanency, com- 


_ modiousness and convenience, or all together, cannot be secured in the present 


location. 


At the meeting of the Board next succeeding the anniversary, on the first of 
June, 1854, a committee, of which Mr. J. E. Southworth was chairman, was 
appointed, upon the subject and instructions contained in the foregoing reso- 
lutions. On the fourteenth of June these resolutions were communicated by 
this committee to the Real Estate Committee of the Bible Society, and they 
were requested to state what accommodations they would give this Society in 
the building referred to in the resolution. In reply to this, the Real Estate 
Committee of the Bible Society, in August, announced the completion of the 
building on Nassau street, and that about one half of the available space on 
the second floor, to wit, the rooms now occupied by this Society, had been'set 
apart for us, without rent, on a durable lease, with proper provisions; that 
although the period limited for the acceptance of the provision of the donors had 
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expired, the limitation was waived, and the offer was intended to have the force 
and effect of the original tender, and was intended to include just as convenient 
and commodious apartments as we reasonably required, that in all respects it — 
might be as satisfactory as it was sincere. eee | 

The same committee who had addressed the Real Estate Committee of the 
Bible Society sent a like communication, under same date, to the chairman of 
the board of Trustees of the First Baptist Church. The Trustees answered on | 
the twenty-eighth of June. After alluding to the proviso accompanying the 
resolution, they said it was necessary that they should be informed of the 
commodiousness and convenience of the rooms referred to, and the character 
and advantages of the lease offered, so that they might be able to decide 
_ whether they were prepared to make an offer equally eligible; they requested 
to be furnished with a copy of the lease offered, containing a description of the 
rooms in question. The committee of our Board replied on the fifth of July 
that they could not transmit the information desired without the violation of 
an implied obligation to the other party, whose terms they must suppose were 
for their own consideration and guidance only, and that their only duty was to 
ascertain what rooms were available in each case, and on what terms; that, 
with this information before them, the Executive Board might exercise their 
best and most impartial judgment. They renewed the request for the informa- 
tion desired. As no response was received, this request was repeated on the 
twenty-sixth day of August. On the twelfth of September the Trustees wrote 

that it was evidently the design of the Society to afford the First Church and 
_ other friends an opportunity to offer, either in the present premises or on 
premises in the same locality, a lease of rooms, equally eligible in every respect 
as that which might be offered in the building in Nassau street. In accord- 
ance with this intention, they asked a copy or an exact description of the 
lease offered to us in Nassau street, stating, that when they received this they 
would inform us whether they could offer one equally eligible. To this the 
Committee of the Board rejoined on the thirteenth of September, 1854, stating 
that it was not in their power to answer all the questions of the Trustees, be- 
cause the necessary papers had not been executed, yet that they were willing 
to answer all the essential items of inquiry, as matter of Christian courtesy ; 
that an offer had been made them of a durable lease, with suitable provisions, 
free from rent, of a suite of rooms on the second floor of the building on Nassau 
street, and minutely described the number, size and connection of the rooms, 
with their character and conveniences. : 

The Committee on Rooms made their report to the Executive Board on the 
fourteenth of September, as follows :— | 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ROOMS. 


The undersigned, appointed on the first of June last a special committee to 
take into idndttiesiian tha instructions of the American Baptist Home Mission 
Society, respecting suitable rooms for the occupancy of this Board, respectfully 
— he Trust f the First Baptist 

That they addressed a communication to the Lrustees 0 p : 
Church of ehis city, on the fourteenth of June, and another of the same tenor 
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and date to Nathan C. Platt, Esq., in whom resides the fee of the property, at 
115 and 117 Nassau street, referred to in the Society's instructions, transmit- 
ting the preamble and resolution passed at Philadelphia with the proviso 
attached; and respectfully asked of each party what accommodations they 


would give to our Society for the use of the Executive Board and the transac- 


tion of its necessary and local business, in accordance with the intentions and 
force of said resolution. As the result of the correspondence thus com- 
menced, your committee would state that Mr. Platt, who now holds the prop- 


erty, subject to the uses designed by the donors, offers to give us in his own 


name a durable lease with proper provisions, of about one half of the available 


_ space of the second floor of the Nassau street building, comprising five 


rooms, numbered 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9, and free of rent, in consideration of the 
fact, “ that it was the comprehensive and benevolent design of the origin- 
ators of this edifice, and of the subscribers to the fund which has resulted in 
its erection, to provide suitable rooms for the permanent use of several socie- 
ties, of which the American Baptist Home Mission Society was a prominent 
one. Mr. Platt also assures your committee that the offer is intended to 
include just as convenient and commodious apartments as our Society reasong- 
bly requires; that in all respects it may be as satisfactory to us as it is sin- 
cere.” The accommodations thus offered consist of the following apartments : 
fronting on Nassau street, over No. 115, is a large room measuring 20 by 22 


_ feet, with three windows; on Theatre alley, or the street in the rear, is another 


room, 20 by 234 feet ; connecting these are two others, one measuring 64 by 
24 feet, and the other, 63 by 26%, receiving their light from side windows into 
the interior court of the building ; adjoining the rear of these long side rooms 
is a smaller one, 64 by 104 feet in measurement. These rooms are all con- 
nected together, finished with hard cement, and white paint, have registers for 
hot air warming, and gas-pipes for lighting. 

From the Trustees of the First Baptist Church your committee have received 
no definite reply to their application for rooms. In behalf of your committee. 


J. E. SOUTHWORTH, Chairman. 


The final action of the Board was deferred till the next meeting. On the 
twentieth of September the Trustees made a further communication ; that, in 
order to enable them to make an offer as eligible, in respect to the form of the 
lease, it was indispensably requisite that they should have a more explicit de- 
scription of the one offered in Nassau street than was contained in the term 
“durable,” the only word by which any attempt was made to define its character. 
The Executive Board, at a meeting on the 22d of September, passed the 


following resolutions :— 


Resolved, That the tender of rooms made to the Home Mission Society, for 
the transaction of its local and executive business, be accepted, provided that 
a durable lease, containing such conditions and provisions as shall be satisfac- 
tory to this Board, be executed and delivered to the Board by some party 
having the legal and equitable right and authority to do so. 


Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed to attend to procuring a 
lease of rooms as contemplated in the foregoing resolution. 


Brethren Southworth, Ballard and Wilson were appointed the committee. 


At a special meeting, held October 9th, the committee appointed to obtain 
a lease, presented the following report :— 
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The Committee appointed to procure a lease of rooms tendered to this Society 


in Nassau street, respectfully report 


That they found the title of the property in Nassau street to be in Nathan 
C. Platt, under an agreement to convey the same to the Bible Society, accord- 
ing to the terms set forth in the original subscription. It was, therefore, 
necessary that a lease should proceed from Mr. Platt, with the concurrence of 
the Board of the Society. We have, therefore, procured such a lease, and with 
it a parallel covenant on the part of the Board, both lawfully executed under 
instructions from the Board to that effect. e lease is for the longest usual 
- period, and both the lease and the covenant recognize as ihe ground on which 
they rest, the original donations for the building. This is specially true in 
the case of the covenant, which fully recites the designs of the donors, and 
states that in fixing a period of twenty-one years as the duration of the lease 
(since as a lease it must have some period), it expressly disclaims any design 
to fix limitations to the obligation to carry into effect the stipulated purposes 
of the property. The considerations stated are recognized as surviving the 
determination of the lease, and as constituting at that time; in conscience and 
in equity, a claim for use on the part of the Home Mission Society as valid as 
that which now exists, and is made the basis of the present documents. 


J. E. SOUTHWORTH, Chairman. 
This report was accepted, and both the Lease and Covenant approved. 


The following resolution was at that time unanimously passed by the Board: 


Resolved, That in obeying the instructions of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, passed in May last, viz., to enter into our just and lawful pos- 
session and occupancy of rooms in Nassau street, which friends and members 
of this Board and Society have procured for us, by liberal contributions for 
that express purpose, we sincerely repudiate the idea that in so doing we are 
influenced in the least degree, so far as we can know our motives, by any pref- 
erence for, or prejudice against, any other Christian organization in New York 
or elsewhere. We sincerely affirm that, being in bondage to no man, or set of 
men, we act in this matter as members and friends of the Home Mission So- 
ciety, in the fear of God and the love of souls, for whom Christ died, as we 
trust he died for us. | 


The Lease and Covenant were subsequently duly executed and delivered to 
ihe Sucieiy, aud Une Duard removed into the building on Nassau street during 
the ensuing month. 

The Board respectfully submit, that in this action they have obeyed the 
instructions of the Society. | 

These instructions were positive to engage and enter upon the use of rooms 
in a building designated in the resolution, as soon as they were granted on a 
durable lease, free from rent, provided they could not secure in the location on 
Broome street a lease equally desirable, in regard to permanence, commodious- 
hess and convenience, or all together. 

They have been unable to secure even an offer from the First Church of any 
tenure of any kind in their building. They have taken rooms far superior in 
commodiousness and convenience to any that their former location could possi- 
bly have afforded ; and in regard to permanency they have obtained more than 
a durable lease ; they haye obtained an occupancy, free from rent, for twenty- 
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‘one years, the longest usual term of a lease, based upon a provision to that 
end made in their favor by the donors of the Nassau street property, and 
recognized by the Bible Society as being in full force, and surviving the deter- 
mination of the lease. 

The First Baptist Church required a copy, or an exact description of the 

lease offered in Nassau street, before they would make any offer of rooms. The 
position thus assumed, taking the decision of the question into their own 
hands, was regarded by the Board as unjust and unwarranted in itself, unfair 
to those who had made an offer, and infringing upon the freedom of the action 
of the Board. age | | 

The meetings of the Board for the consideration of this subject were public, 
and the First Church was always represented there ; all the information pos- 
sessed by the Board was open to them. In addition, as a matter of courtesy, 
the committee furnished them with all the details of the offer in Nassau street 
they possessed. That offer, in respects to permanency, was of a “durable” 
lease, which was all the Board were instructed toengage. After the action of 
the Board, accepting this offer, they appointed a committee to attend to the 
completion of the lease ; the Bible Society had courteously refrained from fixing 
any limit to the permanency of their grant, until, through such a committee, 
the wishes of this Board should be made known; and the precise form in 
which it was settled was the result of conferences between the parties, as the 
most judicious and satisfactory under the circumstances of the case. 

The substance of the lease and covenant, their proper construction and effect, 
and the reasons and circumstances which, in the conferences of the two Com- 
mittees, led to their particular form, will be most appropriately set forth in a 
quotation from a recent document of the Bible Society: } 


“ As Mr. Platt is the owner of the property, subject to his agreement to 
convey it to the Bible Society, the instrument which conveys a legal title to 
the Home Mission Society properly comes from him. He leases to the Home 
Mission Society certain rooms in the Bible House, for the term of twenty-one 
years, if he or the Bible Society, to whom he has agreed to conyey the prop- 
erty, shall so long own it, at the nominal rent of one dollar per year. The 
lease expressly recognizes as its basis the provision made by the donors of the 
property, that the Home Mission Society should have rooms in the building 
without rent. 

“The covenant by the Bible Society sets forth, at length and particularly, 
the provision in favor of the Home Mission and other Societies, and the tender 
pursuant thereto in 1853; the renewal of this tender in 1854, in specific terms, 

with the same force and effect ; that Mr. Platt, in whom the title was vested, 
with the approval and sanction of the Bible Society, had executed the above 
lease ; and that there was no intention in any manner thereby to limit the 
continuance and force of the provision in favor of the Home Mission Society ; 
and in consideration thereof, covenants that if the lease should terminate 
sooner than the twenty-one years named, by reason of its condition, the Bible 
Society would furnish, for the residue of the term, to the Home Mission So- . 
ciety, suitable rooms in any property purchased or erected with the proceeds 
of the property in Nassau street. 

‘The effect of which is, to establish the original provision of the donors as 
the foundation of the arrangement, to give it the form of a lease for twenty-one 
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years in the present or any fature property, and, at the expiration of that ‘time, 
still to acknowledge the full original force and offect of the provision. | 

“In the negotiations between the two Committees, which resulted in giving 
the foregoing form to these documents, there were some points which were 
regarded on both sides as settled. First, That the Home Mission Society came 
into the rooms upon the basis of the original provision of the donors, which 
the Bible Society. had renewed, and to which they had subjected their new 
_ building; that there existed, therefore, no unequal relation between them, for 
their wants, although in a different measure, were equally embraced in the 
design. Second, That this provision, set in order, and re-affirmed in the cov- 
enant, gave them a moral claim to their rooms, which, in itself, was sufficient 
between Societies whose constituents are the same denomination, and receive 

their support year by year. | 3 
__“ They were also embarrassed by restrictions arising from the circumstances 
of the case. | 

“In the first place, the resolutions of the Home Mission Society had required 
a lease, and conformity to their instructions required such a form to the docu- 
ments, and a lease involyed necessarily a term of years. Whatever might be 
their own judgment as to the most judicious and satisfactory form, they could 
_ free themselves from this restriction, and a lease was accordingly required 

om us. 

‘Secondly, In the present condition of the property, with the subscription still 
in arrears, and the building still to be paid for, it was necessary to preserve the 
power to mortgage the property. Since the lease is without rent, and the actual 
yearly value of the rooms is so large, if it were fixed for a long term of years, 
the market value of the property would be greatly impaired, and might involve 
serious practical difficulties. 7 | 

“It was, therefore, concluded that, under existing circumstances, it became 
necessary that the provision of the donors should be recognized as the basis of 
the agreement, that the rights of ownership over the property should not be 
impaired, and that the instrument should be a lease, or some document of like 
effect. It was necessary further, that the lease should be made ‘ permanent’ or 
‘durable’; the simple meaning of these words when applied to a lease was the 
longest usual term of such a tenure; this term of twenty-one years, in the 
present or a future building, was agreed to as sufficient, leaving the provisions 
subsisting thereafter in full force.” 


In regard to the commodiousness and convenience of their new location, the 
Board are of the opinion that their rooms and accommodations are all that the 
Society requires, and that they 4¥€ proportionately equal to those enjoyed by 
any other Society in the city. They are open and at hand for the judgment of 
eyery member of the Society. The permanency of their occupancy is made 
only to depend upon the permanency of the Bible Society, and the ultimate 
and complete success of one of the noblest enterprises in the history of our 
denomination. Their confidence in this permanence they have not seen a sug- 
gestion to weaken; the world will need the Bible Society as long as it does 
any Society ; the spirit that prompts large benevolence is the same spirit that 

alone can bless it; and in the entire absence of any apparent cause of appre- 
hension, we can do no more than trust the God of the Bible. 

Pending the general consideration of this subject, several questions were 
raised, upon which the Board reached the following conclusions : 


First, Their powers under the Resolutions of the Society.—Of the Troy 
Resolutions in 1853, the first, to wit: “that the interests of the Society require 
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the selection of a new location for the transaction of its business,” was a gen- — 
eral expression of the opinion of the Society upon the question, and of govern- 
ing force, except as afterwards limited. The second directed a temporary re- 
moval, but had not been acted upon for a reason reported to and accepted by | 
the Society. The third was an authority to raise a fund for the purchase of 
rooms, etc., and was still in force as an authority, but was of no obligation, 

We had reptted to the Society that, by reason of a doubt whether its lan- 
guage was sufficiently authoritative to meet the legal necessities of the case, 

we had taken no action on the subject. In respect to the fund for the purchase, 
the Resolutions were permissive; as to a change of location they were positive 
and directory. The objections against them were, that they were not the best 


and most practicable either as a temporary or a permanent measure. At 


Philadelphia, in 1854, the Society, leaving their authority to raise a fund still 
unreyoked, provided for the immediate and permanent location of the Society. 
Understanding that rooms in the building in Nassau-street were available, 
without any charge on the general treasury, their Resolutions carried out the ) 
directory part of the Resolutions of 1853, by requiring a removal to that build- 
ing, upon the conditions, first, that it be without rent, which was similar to the 
proviso of 1853 ; second, that it be on a durable lease, because the Board had 
represented the disadvantages of any merely temporary changes ; and third, 


that a lease equally desirable in the respects named could not be secured in 


Broome-street, thus placing the removal thence on the grounds mentioned in the 
proviso. 

These Resolutions contained nothing contradictory or inharmonious. The 
Society had still the power to take whatever action they chose in reference to 


_ their occupancy in Nassau-street, and the fund for the purchase of a property 


fur themselves. In the points in which the Resolutions were instructive, we 
conceived them to be plain and specific, and that our powers and duties were 
equally clear and unavoidable. 

Second, We should not have been justified in deferring our action for two 
reasons. The subject had been fully discussed in the Society for two consecu- 


_ tive years; no new facts had been discovered, no new arguments had been 
elicited. Every material consideration suggested in opposition to removal had 


been embraced in and passed on by the Society in its decision in 1854. The 
Resolutions of that year had been passed by a unanimous yote, and a 
motion to act under the authoritative clause to raise a fund for purchasing. etc. 
had been negatived at the same meeting. The line of policy adopted by the 
Society on this subject, as expressed in their Resolutions and actions, was 
clear, complete and consistent. We saw no indication of any alternative course, 
we could derive no inference of any probable change or modification ; we had 
no reason for delay. Again, the provision of the donors of the Nassau-street 
property in our favor had been satisfied by the tender to us in 1853, which we 
had not accepted, and their renewal of the offer then pending was wholly 
voluntary, and prompt action by us had been required. The action of the 
Society had been based on an understanding that this renewal would be made, 
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its advantages had been weighed and decided on by the Society, and the re- 
sponsibility of sacrificing these, in a course of disobedience to the Society, was 
more than we could assume. 

Third, The measure of what was called an “independent” location—a loca- 
tion separate from either Nassau or Broome-street—was declined because, — 
since it would have been a direct departure from the instructions of the Society 
in a direction not indicated by any of its directory resolutions, we would be 
justified in preferring it over an offer, which so fully and satisfactorily an- 
swered the very letter of the Society’s instructions, only by the most cogent 
reasons, and by the unquestionable advantages and specific completeness of the 
proposition. So far from such being the case, we were not informed of any 
special disposition or attempt to undertake the raising of the fund for the pur- 
chase of a property for the Society. Nearly two years had elapsed since this 
subject had been before us, and the friends of such a measure had enjoyed 
_ abundant time and opportunity to perfect it; no surprise or exigency had pre- 
vented their giving to the measure this seal of entire good faith and reliability, 
without which they had no reason to expect us to assume the responsibility of 
a decision. There were no arguments in favor of the measure which the 
Society had not heard. The only proposition which came before us, as such, 
was one from four or five gentlemen of the first standing, who proposed to 
subscribe one hundred dollars eaeh for the term of two or three years, provided 
twelve hundred dollars were raised in like manner, for the purpose of paying 
the rent of rooms to be hired by the Society, with a verbal understanding that 
it should be completed. We cannot speak with greater certainty, as the pro- 
posal was not formally presented to or filed with the Board. Weeks eiapsed, _ 
from the time this was first spoken of and our final action, without seeing it 
perfected ; and had the reasons in favor of such a measure been wholly con- 
vincing, it was not presented in such a practicable and certain form, as to justify 
us in assuming the danger and responsibility of preferring it to the offer then 
pending, and of disobeying the Society. | 

Fourth, The Board were aware that the use of the word “lease” in the Res- 
olutions would suggest that of “tenant”, and that an unfavorable impression 
might arise if the matter were not well considered. Apart from the general 
question, of what influence the two Societies may have upon each other, there 
is, in this case, no disadvantage growing out of the relation of . tenant ” as 
- such. In real property a tenant for years is the next estate In kind to the 
tenant in fee or owner. He holds in as ample a manner as the owner, subject 
to the limitations of time, rent, etc. The power of the landlord depends only 
on such limitations, by which the tenant is subject to summary ejectment, 
an increased or an onerous rent, etc. These do not apply in the present case, 
as the rent is nominal, and only inserted to make a legal consideration ; and the 
property is held free from the burden of taxes and expenses that fall upon 
the owner. | | 

During the consideration of the form of the lease, it was strongly urged, 
that it acid be better that the Society, instead of a lease, should take the 
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rooms upon some simple resolution, or a covenant by the Bible Society, recog- 
nizing and affirming the provision made in our favor by the donors of the prop- 
erty; that this would make an equitable claim, which, between the Societies, 
composed mainly of the same constituents, and governed by religious principle, 
would be sufficient; that a violation of such a covenant would present such a 
4 breach of good faith and honor, as would react strongly in favor of the party 
| _ who suffered by it. Influenced by the force of this view, and instructed by 
the resolutions of the Society to take a lease, the only legal grant applicable, 
we have combined the advantages of both, by agreeing upon instruments, which 
acknowledge the force of the provision on which our claim is founded, and give 
. us a term of twenty-one years in the present, and to guard against possibility 
; of accident, in any future building of the Bible Society. 
q We had, therefore, no other and no mecter < course to pursue than to obey the 
4 | instructions of the Society 


| At the time of the removal, two members of the Board presented a protest 
ee against the choice of the location in Nassau-street, setting forth the grounds 

| on which the protest was based. A degree of importance has attached to this 
action from the fact, that these two brethren have publicly and in writing de- 
clared that they could not consent to go with us to the new location, “ under 
jai any circumstances.” They have since, with five others, prepared a constitution 


It, therefore, becomes proper to state clearly the action of the Board, with the 
reasons on which it is founded, with reference to the present or any future 
location of the Society. 

In view of the fact that so decided an objection was made to the removal, 
i even on the part of so small a minority ; and with the desire to give the fairest 
I opportunity for the consideration of the grounds of their objections; and to 
Wi . guard with the closest care the unity of the Society and its increased pros-. 
Bi perity and usefulness; the Board, at its meeting on 28th December, 1854, ap- 

if pointed a Committee of five, to whom this subject was referred. The special 
plan, suggested at the time this Committce was raised, was for a convention of 
i} brethren from the several States, known as friends of our.Society and as judi- 
1 cious and pious men, to whose prayerful consideration and intelligent counsel

| PR and plan of organization for a new Union, and made the customary arrange- 
L i i | ments for completing it, at a Convention called to meet during the present 
tigi month. Their objects include those of our own Society, and the grounds of 
ion i} - their action, and of the decision they shall make, are stated to be the position 
Cini |. which this Society occupies, or may take in reference to its business location. 
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the Committee examined what there was of substance in the objections urged 
against the removal. The Board had published a statement of facts to correct 
_ the mistakes and inconclusive positions of the protest, and to vindicate their 
own good faith and consistency ; yet, with a disposition to regard these objec- 
tions not solely for what of soundness or merit there was in them, but also for 
what consequences might ensue from urging them upon public attention ; or 
rather with a dispésition, apart from and above all this, to seek the continued 


advancement of the Society; this Committee, in February, 1855, reported to the - 
Board the following Resolution, which was adopted : 


Whereas, There exists a diversity of opinion among the friends of the So- 
ciety as to its present location, in consequence of which the harmony of the 
Society is disturbed; and, whereas, it is supposed that sufficient sums could be 
procured from our brethren and friends to secure an eligible building, to be held 
by the Society, free from incumbrances; therefore, . | 

Resolved, That, if it be found, after a full understanding of the tenure by | 
which the Society now holds and may continue to hold the possession of these 
rooms, that in remaining here its unity cannot be preserved, we recommend 
that the Society remove to an independent location, provided that a suitable 
building can be obtained, free from incumbrances, and without drawing from 
the Society’s treasury for general purposes. 

Apart from the consequences that have ensued from the public withdrawal] . 
of two of our number, and their action in pressing it upon the public attention, 
it may be questioned whether there is any reason for dissatisfaction with our — 
present location. We have rooms, abundantly commodious and convenient for 
all the present and, so far as we can see, the future requirements of the Society. 
We are free from rent, and from the risks, burdens, cares and expenses usual 
to owners of property. We hold the rooms by a claim far superior, stronger 
and more advantageous than any by which we have heretofore held rooms, and 
in legal right inferior to absolute ownership only ; we have a strong hold upon 
the affections of the hundreds of brethren and friends who have intentionally - 
united in providing these advantages for us. Our position in respect to loca- 
tion and everything incident thereto, is only to be surpassed by becoming own- 
ers ourselyes; and is entirely satisfactory, except so far as it is sought to de- 
rive from this very ivcaiiun ieasons to distur’ our her-uuny. Hoste srgument 
by which these are set forth, though often divided without increasing its force, 
seems to be comprehended in the general proposition, that by remaining in our 
present location we lose our freedom and independence, and become a subordi- 
nate party in a partisan combination, and in the hostility which is alleged to 
exist between the Bible Society and the Bible Union. 

In respect to the two brethren who have publicly protested against the 
action of the Board, united others with them, made public these charges 
against the Board and their requirements of the Society, under the alternative 
of disunion, and opposition to the Society, we beg leave to say,— 

That with the state of affairs between them and the Bible Society, which 
they make the basis of their action, this Society has no business. We can, 
however, with justice, take knowledge of the fact that the Bible Society, in 
reply to them, claim to stand upon their old-established principles and position, 
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claim that there are no real principles involved, no real grounds for collsiion, 
and that there is in fact no other hostility than is unnecessarily provoked by 
the Bible Union, in pursuing toward them the same aggressive course which 
now raises this question among us; and that they disavow any interference 
with us in any way. With respect to ourselves, and our alleged partisan com- 

t bination against the two brethren, and those they speak for, we do not deem it 
| requisite to reply, or to vindicate ourselves. Our actions, as we have stated, 
have been in obedience to the positive instructions of the Society. If the Society 
prefer that the members of their Executive Board should not be members of 
the Board of any other Society, they have the power in their own hands ; we 
a do not wish to stand in the way of its harmony and prosperity. 
; Whether the position taken by the minority is right, whether the princi- 
4 in ples and causes of the difficulty they set out are real ones, whether their 
| complaints are well grounded, whether the questions they put at issue have 
r any merit in them, and whether, as reasonable men and as Christians, they 
4 are justified in the attitude they take and the alternative they present to us, 
and whether their action in its results can affect us, must be left to the Sonlety 
to determine. If they are not right, the Society must also determine how 
far these questions can be disregarded. 

If a disturbance of harmony is simply recognized as an existing fact, without 


‘ ii inquiry into the causes, it should be considered what limits are to be set to 
action on that ground. 
A society cannot be entirely separate and distinct from another society 


f with a kindred object. It must not be forgotten that our different societies 

ii i are but the different external forms and instruments, through which the power 

oa ill 1 of God, working in both alike to obey his commands and fulfil his will, is sub- 
‘ 3 i 1 : - duing the world unto himself; that our relations therefore, as fellow laborers 


in different departments of one work, cannot be severed, but must be inti- 

mate ; and that intelligent men in this our day, who have no living interest in 
_ the cause of the Bible, and no opinion on the merits of the dissensions so 

needlessly introduced among us, will lack also that laborious and active 

Christian zeal which would qualify them to administer the affairs of a benev- 
| —olent society. It will not be wise to adopt a plan which ends in an isolation 
i 44 that will not be pleasing to God, nor practicable among men. 

i, If concessions are made to an aggressive party, a minority, whose require- 
ments are not based on well-sustained principles, it may imply a respect to 
| which they are not entitled, and usually becomes the occasion of still more 
| excessive demands. It would be prudent to foresee the results to which their 
| measures tend ; whether in the end anything short of an absolute submission 
hi to their control wil! satisfy them; and to consider how far concessions, on 
such grounds, will go to heal disturbances, or to make a lasting unity ‘and 
| 


peace. 

Still, in view of the fact, that there is a difference of opinion between two 
| other Societies with whet! we are so intimately connected that we can hardly 
: escape its influence; into the merits of which it is not our proper work to 
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enter, even for the purpose of setting the truth and the right before our own 
friends ; that we never had more need to give our undivided attention to the 
work of Home Missions, preserve the unity and advance the prosperity of our 
Society, keeping a proper regard to principles, and the wisdom of our 
actions, that we may not condemn ourselves ; we can all unite in seeing reasons 
enough to determine upon a course still open to us, and more advantageous 
to us than our present position, and that is, the purchase of a property of our 
wn | 
_ At the time of the passage by the Board of the resolutions we have already 
quoted, in February, 1855, it was, in the words of the preamble, stated as the 
grounds of the Resolution, that it was supposed that sufficient sums could be 
procured from our brethren and friends to secure a home for the Society. This . 
expectation has since been strengthened, and there are recent indications of a 
probable near accomplishment of the object. The great advantage that would 
result to the Society, could a valuable property be secured for it, should not 
be lost sight of. The example of the Bible House is distinctly before us, as an 
illustration of the benefits we should derive from a like movement. They do 
not need any special exposition. The Resolution of 1853, authorizing the 
raising of a fund for the purchase of a property, is in force up to the present 
Anniversary, and the Society, having now a permanent home in Nassau Street, 
may enjoy it or leave it at their option. The Resolutions both of 1853 and 
1854, with this exception, having been carried out and accomplished, this 
remains the only feature of the plan expressed in these Resolutions yet to 
receive attention, and it will be desirable to continue such an authority in force. 

The Bible Society have publicly declared that we should receive their cor- 
dial congratulation on any new advantages that might arise to lead us to a 
change, and that we will carry with us their sincere co-operation and sympathy ; 
that they have no desire injuriously to affect our freedom and independence, 
or to place any impediment in the way of our entire freedom of action. We > 
are persuaded that our removal will not sever or impair the equality and the 
sincere fraternal relations that have heretofore been cherished, and still exist 
between us. | 

In conclusion, the Board respectfully submit that they have in good faith, 
and with exactness, carried out the specific instructions of the Society, in the 
removal to Nassau Street, and in a form the most judicious and practicable 
under the circumstances of the case: and they respectfully recommend to the 
Society to give authority to raise a fund for the purchase of a property, 
for the use and occupation of the Society, and for such other steps as 
may be proper to give efficiency and success to the measure.

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OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


Mr. President,—I am requested to move the acceptance of the report, and 
accompany the motion with a few remarks, I do this with pleasure, from the 
conviction that of all the great organizations which are designed to evangelize 
the world, none have stronger claims upon us, and none plead with more earn- 
estness, than that whose plans have been developed in the document now read 
to us. 

The Foreign Missionary movement, Sir, among American Baptist churches. 
takes its date at the year 1812—that notable year, when the departed Judson 
gave himself as a missionary-offering to a denomination of small resources, 
limited ability, but which had inscribed on its banners, “ One Lord, one Faith, 
one Baptism.” At that time there was no Missionary Union; the old Trien- 
nial Convention had not been formed, and the Home Mission Society was 
entirely unknown. The population of our country was comparatively small, and 
the great States of Iowa, Wisconsin, Michigan, Arkansas, Texas and California, 
embracing a territory of more than 600,000 square miles, had not been admitted 
to this great Confederacy, but were regions sparsely populated, and compara- 
tively unknown. The eye of Christian philanthropy was turned eastward, to 
the densely-populated districts of Asia and Africa ; to climes made lurid by the 
burning of widows; hideous by the shrieks of self-immolated devotees ; and 
ghastly with the livid features of pagan cruelty. It was not until 1832 that 
the Home Mission Society came in to do for destitute regions of our own land. 
what the Triennial Convention was doing for distant Burmah, and for the 
islands of the sea. | 

Since then the magnitude of the home field has been increasing ; the import- 
ance of evangelizing America has been pressing itself upon the attention, until 
it has come to be an undisputed fact, that no field of greater promise, or of 
more consequence, anywhere presents itself to the eye of the messenger of 
God. By a wonderful arrangement of Divine Providence, those nations for 
whom gushed <the sympathetic tear, and ascended to God the devout and 
earnest prayer, are being upheaved from their foundation, and, leaving the 
relics of their former magnificence, casting away the endearments of native 
land, forsaking long-tried. systems of worship, their palaces and their tombs, 
are swelling that mighty tide of life which is surging through our western 
cities, across the prairies, over the pathless lakes, and down the majestic rivers 
of the New World. They have come, bringing with them their altars and their

priests ; covered over with the rust of superstitions, centuries old; fettered 
with prejudices which the very agonies of death do not dissolve. They form 
a heathenism in the midst of Christianity ; a despotism in the midst of a de- 
-mocracy ; a dark mass, floating in golden sunlight; a crown of thorns hanging on 
the brow of Mercy. 

To the burning, quenchless desire to save the Jost, and bring a revolted 
world to God, there are added now the love of country, and all the instincts of 
self-preservation. The question now is, not “Shall we leave the heathen in 
distant India to perish without the Gospel ?” but, “Shall we ourselves ‘be 
overwhelmed by error and darkness 2” Not, * : Shall we erect churches within 
sight of the pagodas of Hindostan ?” but, “ Shall we save our own churches ?” 
That dreadful ecclesiastical despotism which has darkened all the prospects of 
continental Europe, which has ever been a most bitter foe of liberty and man, 
is building its altars, erecting its cathedrals, and obtaining empire on our shores. 
That same infidelity which has settled on German scholarship, and made mid- 
night in the land of the Universities, is establishing its presses and forming its 
secret clubs all through the mighty West; and eyen pagan idolatry, crossing 
over from China, is casting its gods and erecting its shrines on the golden- 
sanded shores of the Pacific. The very enemies that Christianity went out 
to meet half a century ago have come to us, and throng around our altars and 
firesides. 

We may not feel less interest in the millions of India; we may not con- 
tribute less for the nations of Europe ; but we must not hieeal our own land, 
which has a mighty mission to accomplish among the nations of the earth, and 
which is being rapidly populated with the half-starved thousands of other 
lands, by whom the principles of civil liberty were never understood, and to 
tt the Bible is a proscribed and forbidden book. The heathen are at our 
own doors; they come 

| “From Greenland’s icy mountains, 
And India’s coral strand ;” 
they speak the language of the ancient Jew and the descendants of Ishmael, 
and embrace all ranks, from the Ethiopian slave to the robed and titled Eccle- 
siastic who sits in his Episcopal palace, amid the smoke of incense, planning the 
subjugation of the nation. 

We must look to the Home Mission cxitenpicten as our only safety from this 
in-rushing flood. Political organizations may check certain evils which float 
upon the surface of society, and save us from momentary calamities which 
threaten our free institutions and even jeopard the existence of the Republic ; 
but no political movement, however well planned, is — enough to accomplish 
the object. 

Laws may be made, ecclesiastical tenures may be vied, school funds may be 
saved from diversion, but no statute can check the growth of Romanism, or 
stay the tide of Infidelity. The Society which carries the Bible in its hand ; 
which sends the colporteur and the missionary; which scatters books and 
tracts ; which estab]ishes sabbath schools; which is written all over with the 
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names of Christ—the Home Mission Society can, under God sone, effect the 
mighty purpose. 

A single glance only is needed to show us the extent of the field, the magni- 
tude of the work, and the imperative necessity of immediate action. The 
Papal church, which for twelve centuries has been the chief antagonist of 
Christianity, is making rapid strides in the Western States, and the peculiar 
work of the Home Mission Society is to meet and subdue this foe. Twenty 
years ago there was in this country no archbishop, now there are seven; then 
there were fourteen bishops, now there are nearly 40 ; then there were fourteen 
dioceses, now there are nearly fifty; then there were 262 churches, now 
there are nearly 2,000; then there were 327 priests, now there 1,800; then 
the membership was small and weak, now it numbers several millions, and 


every day swells the aggregate. 


Nor has Popery changed materially in the transplanting. Hers is the same 
arrogant, despotic, hateful system that it was when the catacombs of Rome 
were her dungeons ; when human gore was never wiped from her inquisitorial 


rack ; when the Mamartine prison was full of her defenceless victims, and 


when the sweetest cup she ever drank, sweeter than the bacchanalian wine, 
was filled to the brim with the tears and blood of martyrs. She has the same 
hate to the blessed Bible, to all the means of illumination, to liberty of con- 
science and the hleniiags of Republican government. The langeage she holds 
to-day, amid the blazing light of the nineteenth century, is the identical lan- 
guage she used in the dark ages. Hear what this false Church, a Church which 
is settling its foundations deep in our soil, says of our God-given, time-venerated 
Bible! ‘‘ The organ of a Catholic Bishop in this country, a paper printed in 
New York city, says that, ‘ with an Italian, the possession of a Protestant Bible, 
with the pretence of reading it, is a sure sign that he is a member of one of the 
secret revolutionary clubs, and a conspirator against the State. The police of 
New York have no surer mark of a burglar or counterfeiter, than the police of 
Tuscany have in this Protestant Bible-reading of a rascally Italian.’ ” 

The Catholic Telegraph, with the sneer of infidelity in every sentence, and 
the gall of the inquisition oozing from every line of it, says :— 

“The Bible of King James has travelled and seen all the world. It has crept 
along the canal, backwards and forwards ; it has coursed up and down the 
great rivers ; it has been muttered in the class-room, and expounded in the work- 
shop ; Luther has shaken its leaves like a tempest ; Calvin has had his turn ; 
Zuinglius and Melancthon, Cranmer and John Wesley, Swedenborg, Miller, 
and a mighty host of disciples, have all tossed it about the world. The Bible! 


¢ries one ; the whole Bible! cries another; and nothing but the Bible ! shouts 


a third; and the whole earth is roused by their wonderful exultation. The 
excitement has been kept up with considerable effect for some time ; but people 
a little more knowing than others begin to suspect that they have been slightly, 
delicately humbugged! The Bible has been everywhere circulated, and, strange 
to say, crime has been steadily increasing.” 

A Georgetown Jesuit, in a spirit of infidelity such as many a confirmed and 
irreligious skeptic would blush to exhibit, echoes the same teaching, and says: 
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—Tn vain you look into the Scriptures for a full, clear, and suecinct statement 
of faith and practice. Articles of doctrine are scattered without order ; their 
. meaning is hidden under obscurity of language ; the advance of the inquirer is 
arrested by apparent contradictions, and seldom do any two readers agree in 
the same decision. Of all the possible forms under which a perfect and com- 
plete rule of faith could have been published, the New Testament is the most 
incongruous and confused, and what no sensible man would ever have adopted. 
We ought not to attribute to the wisdom of God that which is unworthy of 
the wisdom of man.” : 

This is not the opinion of mere irresponsible editors alone. The Council of - 
Trent, not one single dogma of which has the Church of. Rome ever denied, de- 


_clares that “ the indiscriminate translation of the Bible will cause more evil - 


than good.” Pius VIL declares Bible Societies to be the most crafty device 
by which the very foundations of religion are undermined. Gregory XVI., as 
late as 1844, declares with vehemence :—*“ Among the many attempts which 
the enemies of Catholicism are daily making in our age to seduce the faithful, 
the efforts of those Bible Societies are conspicuous which labor to disseminate 
the books of the Holy Scriptures translated into the vulgar tongue, consigning 
them to the private interpretations of each, pretending to popularize the holy 
pages, and render them intelligible to persons of any condition—to the most 
loquacious woman, to the light-headed old man, to the wordy cayiller.” _ 

The gouty old man who now sits on the Seven Hills, Pius IX., conscious 

that his power to curse is gone, and that his arm to destroy is palsied, goes 
back toward the dark ages, and catches up the bulls of licentious and drunken 
Gregory, and re-affirms them, There is scarcely a pope from Boniface III. 
down through all the Hildebrands and Borgias, to the present pontiff, who has 
not condemned, proscribed and banished either the Bible, or those who have 
loved its truth. | 

In accordance with these decisions of high authorities, the Romish Church 
in America is endeavoring to wrest from our hands the beloved volume. In 
several cases the book has been burned in our streets, the spite of priests ex 
tending to the very paper and print, and Protestants have witnessed the blas- 
phemous auto-da-fé. Priests and presses, conclayes and mobs have all com- 
bined to quench the light of the Gospel, and blast the hopes of men. The spirit 
of the whole church is crowded into a single sentence, from the official organ 
of Bishop Hughes, which declares that “the Bible Society is the deepest 
scheme ever laid by Satan, in order to delude the human family, and bring them 
to his eternal possession.” 3 | 

We next find this Church with its battle-axe striking at our glorious free 
school system, which has done so much to adorn and elevate our nation. It is 
not enough that she must take the Bible from the parent ; she endeavors to 
take the school-book from the child. | 

0. A. Brownson, in a late number of his Review, says :— Our enemies rely 
upon godless schools, State education, as a means of checking the progress of 
Catholicity. We must admit they have laid their plans with infernal skill. 
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The result will not meet their anticipations, however. The attention of the 
Catholic world has been directed to this subject by those whom God hath sent

“Take him away. Better let him never know how to write his name, or spell his 

r way through the plainest paragraph of a newspaper, or perform the simplest 
ii calculation, than become the bond and chained slave of Satan, to rise up at 
the last day of accounts to curse you in all the unavailing repentance and bit- 
terness of final despair. Take him away, if you do not wish your bed of death 
tormented with the spectre of a soul, which God has given you as a sacred 
trust, surrendered to the great enemy of mankind. Take him away: and let 
him be a boor, a hewer of wood and drawer of water,—let him incur the scorn 
of the enlightened age—let him be accounted by lettered infidels and heathens 
only an ignorant Papist—rather than incur the anger of his God and the loss 
of his soul. Take him away, let what will be the consequences.” 

The Freeman’s Journal says that “infidelity now reigns supreme in the 
State education of this country. What we Catholics [viz., Romanists] must 
do now is, first, to get our children out of the devouring fire. At any cost, at 
any sacrifice, we must deliver the children over whom we have any control 
from those pits of destruction which lie invitingly in their way, under the 
name of public, or district schools. Let parents withdraw their children from 
these places—every where from these godless schools.” 

But the priesthood outruns the press ; and a priest in Cincinnati, rises in his 
pulpit and affirms that “a child cannot help becoming a child of the devil when 
not taught by a minister. It will become a wicked, depraved, and worthless 
citizen, educated in these godless schools. No Catholic would take hold of a 
wth Protestant Bible witha pair of tongs, for it is alie. I use strong language ; 
ae but I wish to express not only the absurdity, but the rascality of this matter. 
jl i F You are now reaping the fruits of twenty-eight years of godless common 
eit schools in this State, raising up children without religion, who would cut the 
ait throat of any man for five dollars.” 
ia | } Nor does this Church, the great foe of Home Missions, and of all religion, 
in| | stop with burning the Bible and shutting up our public schools. She goes 

| farther than this; she threatens our houses of worship; our firesides; our 
altars, and every thing which belongs to religious liberty. All that drew the 
pilecinis from the Old World to the New; all for which the fatigues, expo- 
| | sures, and sufferings of colonization were endured ; all that heroism secured 
hy upon the tented field, she is determined to exterminate. Religious liberty has 
We ih no place in the creed of Rome. | 
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In the Secunda Secundz of Aquinas used at Maynooth College, we find the 
following teaching: “ Those heretics who continue in their error after the sec- 
ond reproof are not only to be consigned to the sentence of excommunication, 
but also to the secular princes, to be exterminated. If the forgers of money, 
or other malefactors, are justly consigned to immediate death by secular princes, 
much more do heretics, immediately after they are convicted of heresy, deserve. 
not only to be excommunicated, but also justly to be killed.” 

In the same college are studied the works of Cardinal Bellarmine, in 
the third™book of which occurs the following doctrine of Rome: “ Heretics 
can justly be excommunicated, and therefore put to death. Knowing that fools 
may not be wanting who may believe them.and by whom they may be sup- 
ported, if you confine them in prison or send them into exile, they corrupt the 
neighborhood by their speeches and books; therefore the baty remedy is to 
send them forthwith to their own place. It is often useful to the men them- 
selyes who are put to death to die, when it is evident they always become 
worse; nor is it probable that they will ever be restored toa sane mind. All 
these reasons persuade us that heretics ought to be put to death.” 


But this you say is in Europe; there is no Maynooth here. But Aquinas 

and Bellarmine are text books in all the Catholic Colleges in America, and their 
_ teachings are indorsed by every Bishop and priest. Archbishop Kenrick has 
the effrontery to say that “heresy and unbelief are crimes, and in Christian 
countries, as in Italy and Spain, where all the people are Catholic, and where 
the Catholic religion is an essential part of the laws of the land, they will be 
punished as other crimes.” The same high authority declares: “ Catholicism 
will one day rule in America ; and then religious freedom will be at an end.” 
Bishop O’Connor, of Pittsburg, says:—‘“ Religious liberty is merely endured, 
until its opposite can be carried into execution without peril to the Catholic 
world.” 

Here in these statements freely and boldly uttered by the highest authori- 
ties in the Romish Church, we have a view—a full-length portrait of the reli- 
gio-political system, which threatens to sweep away all we love as patriots, 
and all on earth we yenerate as Christians. And to make her conquests sure, 
all the immense power and patronage of Rome are being brought to bear upon 
those very fields which the Home Mission Society has taken to cultivate. For 
this she opens her coffers and pours out her treasures like water ; for this she 
sends her Jesuits to draw their slimy track down our rivers, across our prairies 
and through our cities; for this she has thrust her adyocates into Cabinets 
and halls of Legislation, into places of honor, and offices of trust. Her efforts 
to Romanize America, put to the blush all our efforts to save the land to Chris- 
tianity and Christ. The amounts of money sent to this country from poverty - 
Stricken Europe, and scattered all through the West, show how sincere Rome 
is in her determination to uproot the Protestant faith in this country, and 
prove what she is willing to do, to bring it like a slave to the feet of the sover- 
eign pontiff. There came to this country in the year 1839, $160,000 ; in 1840, 
$163,000 ; in 1842, $177,000; in 1843, $175,000 ; in 1844, $150,000 ; in 1845, 
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$160,000; in 1846, $250, 000. Since the year 1838, an average of nearly $200,000 
has been saneally received by papists in America, according to their own sta- | 
tistics. 

Go anywhere, enter any city, and you mark the newly-erected cathedral 
pile, ornamented by the glittering but dead crucifix of Romanism. Enter any 
village where are a few miserable, squalid families, living in filth and poverty, 
and there you find a priest. Enter any home of a popish family, and there are 
prayer-books, rosaries, and the usual evidences of popish devotion. The father 
may be intemperate, the mother may be a vixen, the children may be dissolute, 
but the Church has an influence in that home. You behold on all sides the ef- 
forts of Rome to prostrate this nation. The evidences are on the walls of 
cathedrals, and in the hovels of poor Irish and German emigrants. It is spok- 
en by ‘Bishop and Archbishop; it is scattered in popish prints all over the 
land, and he who runneth may read. 

Nor does the Church labor without hope of success. She looks to the day, 
(God grant it may never come!) when the sacred host shall be elevated at the 
altar of the Episcopal Church ; when popish priests shall harangue the people 
from the pulpits of Baptist sanctuaries ; when the knees of superstitious de- 
votees shall press the pavement of Presbyterian houses of worship ;—the day 
when the school-houses shall be closed ; the day when the press, now free, shall 
be placed under the ban of ecclesiastical censorship ; when all the interests of 
great empires shall be held by the jewelled hand of the pope, who sits 


“On down reclined, or wrapt in purple robe, 
Wielding his iron sceptre o’er the earth, 
A tyrant, fierce with rage, and trampling down 
The earnest hopes and dearest rights of man, 
As insects crushed beneath the mammoth’s hoof.” 


This is the insulting claim; the arrogant and oft-repeated boast of this 
“Mother of Abominations.” A priest in Sullivan county, Pa., in a public dis- 
course to his people recently, used the following language, which doubtless ex- 
presses the sentiment of every Roman Catholic in the land:—“ The United 
States belong to our lord the pope, and are his property ; and the time is com- 
ing, Christians, when the Roman Catholic religion will be the only one allowed 
among the people. Our Church has eighteen hundred years’ experience ; she is 
right, and has decreed it. She is infallible, and therefore cannot be wrong. We 
are all working to produce so desirable a result.” 

Mr. Brownson says, speaking of the Papacy :—“ Your institutions should be 
made to harmonize with it, and not it, with your institutions.” The Boston 
Pilot says :—‘ Catholics should control and sway the destinies of the far 
West.” | | 

The Right Rev. Dr. Reze, of Detroit, (afterwards in custody at Rome,) a few 
years since writing to his master, the Pope of Rome, says :—“ We shall see 
the truth triumph, the temples of idols overthrown, the seat of falsehood 
brought to silence, and all the United States embraced in the same faith of that 
Catholic Church wherein dwell truth and temporal happiness.” 
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Bishop England, in a letter to his holiness the Pope, wrote :—* Within thirty 
years the Protestant heresy will come to an end. If we can secure the West 
and South, we will take care of New England.” This same dignitary said to 
his Catholic brethren at Vienna: “ All that is necessary is ey and priests 
to subjugate the mock liberties of America.” 

And what says the highest Catholic authority in this country on this point. 
Bishop Hughes, at the General Council, held in Baltimore a few years since, 
after stating that within five years, the churches, priests and laity of the Ro- 
mish communion had more than doubled, indulges i in the following strain of 
remark :—“ It is not expected that there will be another national Council held 
in this country for ten years. Those of us who shall live to see it, will behold 
by that time a development. of the Church’s power, beyond what the most san- 
guine would dare now to predict.” » 

This is what Rome says from her ever-working presses, from her Gothic 
pulpits, from her courts of conscience, from her tribunals of blood. And it 
depends on the Home Mission enterprise, under God, to say whether she shall, 
or shall not, be successful. Talk not of political organizations! I admit all 

_ the good they are able to do, but they cannot drive back the waves of mingled 
skepticism and superstition which are rolling upon us like a flood. Talk not of 
statute law ! I acknowledge its supremacy, but it cannot arrest the tide of emi- 
gration, or prevent the erection of cathedral prison-houses. Party politics 
however pure, carries nothing but the popular will; the law carries nothing 
but the statute book. And what can popular will or the statute book do to 
undermine a system at whose thunders thrones have crumbled down ; at whose 
_ touch, towers of might have tottered ; at whose stroke, crowns have fallen off ; 
at whose behest, monarchs haye been driven into exile ; at whose curse, whole 
nations have shrunk back with terror? From party politics and statute law, 
we turn to the Home Mission enterprise, which goes forth with the Bible ; 
which is older than Romanism; stronger than the Church ; more infallible 
than the Pope ;—the Home Mission Society, which wianahen to the ignorant 
and the learned a Gospel which, in its infancy 1800-years ago, shook the 
_ fane of Diana, the Ephesian goddess ; which in three centuries subjugated the 
Roman Empire ; which snatched the servants of God out of the Mamartine 
prison, and gave them honorable places in Czesar’s household ; which tore the 
cross from the wet and bloody soil of Calvary, and inscribed it upon the ban- 
ners of the conquering Constantine. Yes, we look to the Home Mission enter- 
prise, which preaches a Gospel that stirred the heart of Luther in the dark days 
of the sixteenth century ; which marched triumphantly to Rome, burning the 
Pope’s bulls in every city through which it passed ; which dug down beneath 
the very foundations of Popery, and made such excavations there, that it has 
been a leaning tower ever since, and the Pope, who walks amid its galleries, 
feels the trembling beneath his feet, as the waves of truth come dashing against 
its base, or surging through its halls. 

And has this great Society, with such an instrumentality at her consi : 
with such an eyil to oppose, with such tremendous responsibilities resting upon 
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her, any time to spend in contending, brother against brother, about. bricks 
and mortar, localities and depéts; in wrangling over men, means, and modes, 
when the foe cometh in like a flood? Has she energies to withdraw from the 
great battle of the age, to spend in strife with her own friends ; can she afford 
to spike her guns, or turn them in upon her garrison; or withdraw the senti- 
nels from her walls; or leave the defences unguarded, while, with her banner 
torn and trailing in the dust, her great work undone, Zion is in a state of in- 
subordination and anarchy ? 

But I must close. Briefly, imperfectly, have I endeavored to present “ the 
field and the foe”—the field, a great country, all coyered with cities arising as 
if by magic ; a country of boundless resources, every step of whose history is 
marked by peculiar and striking providences ; a country filling up with incon- 
gruous materials which need a moulding influence, and many portions of which 
are destitute of ‘all the ordinary means of spiritual illumination. It is a field 
crushed and trodden by no tyrant’s heel ;. swept by no ecclesiastical despotism, 
but one like our own prairies, unhedged and luxuriant, blooming with the 
magnolia, and inviting the laborer’s hand. Such a field neyer was opened be- 
fore. The disciples who went to Antioch, Athens, Alexandria and Rome, had 
no such openings as are found every where from the mountains of New York 
to the shores of the Pacific. 

And the foe ;—a Church drunken with blood ; a Church which has received 
its death-wound, but is yet fearfully strong, and intensely active ; a Church 
which aims at supremacy, but whose doom God has pronounced. Nor this 
alone ;—German infidelity ; the Sabbath-breaking on the lakes; the Chinese | 
paganism of the Pacific shore; the philosophical atheism of modern Socinian- — 
ism, and countless errors, are all leagued against a Home Mission Church which 
is lighting its watchfires up and down the Mississippi; on the fertile plains of 
Kanzas ; among the miners of California, and amid the tribes of red men, 
whose warlike habits are giving way to the peaceful arts. ; 

There can be no such word as “retrenchment” in this enterprise. Every 
year will demand new outlays, and call for new expenditures. Every Irish 
Catholic, every German infidel, every new township, every new settlement, is 
another argument for the Society whose anniversary we to-day celebrate. 
This Home Mission enterprise preaches Christ to the people—not such a Christ — 
as is gibbeted and hung up in Catholic cathedrals ; not such a Christ as floats 
through the misty theology of Germany ; not such a Christ as talks in human 
accents, and drawls with the cant of a priest, in Socinian literature ; but Christ 
a living fact; Christ a blessed experience; Christ a glorious reality ; Christ 
speaking as never man spake ; Christ filling a martyr’s record; Christ a sacri- 
fice for sin; Christ a vicarious atonement for the lost ; Christ crucified, and 
with him crucified the sins of all his people ; Christ living, and with him living 
every believer. 3 

O, there are arguments every where for Home Missions. See you that vessel 
landing her living freight on yonder shore? That is an argument. See you 
that infidel club aiming at the abolition of the Sabbath and the dethronement 
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of God? See you those vast territories through which echoes no voice of him 
who bringeth glad tidings ? They are arguments. See you new States, new 
cities, new towns, all swelling with human life ? They are arguments. See 
you the efforts of papal priests and pagan idolaters ? They are arguments. 
Listen to the music of heaven! Behold the golden gates! Gaze along the celes- . 
tial streets, and mingle with the angel throng! Heaven is a splendid argument! 
Hear the groans of the lost! Look down into the pit. witness the smoke of 
torment which ascendeth up for ever; understand the meaning of the worm 
that never dies, and mingle with the spirits of the damned! Hell, too, is a ter- 
rible argument ! 

But there is another argument There stands the Cross! There hangs the 
bleeding Christ, suspended between two worlds that both may gaze upon him. 
The darkened sun, the bursting graves, the shaking earth, the reading vail, 
are all affected by that argument. It convinces Satan that his cause is lost ; 
it moves also the infinite mind of God. There is in that cross the logic of 
eternal truth, the persuasiveness of atoning blood, and the rhetoric of unbid- 
den tears. O, can we sit down to wrangle within sight of that cross, while 
those mild lips are saying, “ Father forgive them!” Can we be indifferent to 
the cause of our perishing fellow-men, while every tear. every groan, and every 
drop of blood declares, “ 0, sinner, I do this for thee !” 

We stand to-day amid stupendous motives to Home Mission labors. They 
utter never a word, but they plead eloquently with us. Our religion, dearer 
to us than life; our patriotism, of which we boast; our love of country, which 
has never been impeached ; all are motives to this divine work. With their 
eloquent lips, and their beseeching looks, they plead with us, and say :— 


“Go, ye messengers of God, 
Like the beams of morning fy ; 
Take the wonder-working rod, 
And lift the banner cross on high.” 
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ADDRESS OF REV. HARVEY MILLER, 


OF CONNECTICUT. 


Mr. Cuarrman.—lI rise to second the acceptance of the Report to which we 
have listened this evening, believing that the views which it advocates, and 


the recommendations which it urges, have their basis in an intelligent and com- 


prehensive survey of the field and work to which they relate; and that they - 
are eminently moderate and just. | 
I need not apprise you, that this Society has for man y years been sending 
its agents and its publications to our charches and homes, and soliciting, with 
importunate urgency, our sympathy and our earnest gtiiecs for its objects, 
together with our pecuniary contributions, and our labors, so far as we can 
give them: and they have asked, in unequivocal terms, for our choicest men 
and ministers, as offerings for the furtherance of its aims. And when ques- 
tioned concerning the grounds of its claims to these rich gifts, they have never 
been at a loss for an answer. They have said, in effect, that they are found in 
the nature of the work which it prosecutes, and the aims which it cherishes. 
And this work, this aim, they have told us, is the evangelization of our country. 


- Says the Constitution, Art. IL., “ The obiect of this Society shall be to promote 


the preaching of the Gospel in North America.” 

Now, Sir, we understand the aim expressed, if not the extent of the work 
implied, in this simple declaration. I confess, Sir, to more than half an inclina-— 
tion to make this article the text ofmy discourse, and to treat it textually. In that 
case we would, however,make fewer general divisions than was customary 
with the Puritan divines in their sermons. Ours should be two, at most; viz., 
First, The ends proposed by the Society in preaching the Gospel,—and Second, 
The vast field on which they propose to prosecute these ends. 

In pursuance of this plan, it would be pertinent to show, that they aim at 
the evangelization of the population of this country; to subdue the myriads 


_ of our people to the obedience of faith ; to attach them to the heart, and subject 


them to the law of the infinite God, by the preaching of Christ crucified ; and 


- thus secure to them an abundant entrance into his immortal and glorious king- 


dom. And we may presume there are none present who will question the 


grandeur of this aim, towering as it does to the very heavens, and grasping 
the destinies of immortal worlds,—none who will not concede, that all merely 
human and temporal interests, are, in contrast with the legitimate ends of 
preaching the Gospel, as the small dust of the balance when weighed against 
the mighty masses of the material universe. This, sir, is the one aim of this 
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Society, to which it bends all its energies—in simple but sublime istidelites 
of those great truths taught by the cross of Jesus,—viz..—the utter ruin of 
man as a sinner. “For if one died for all, then were all dead:” “And that man 
may be saved by the sacrifice of Christ:” “Christ hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law, being made a curse for us:” “Whom God hath set 
forth to be a propitiation, through faith in his blood—that he might be 
just, and the justifier of him which believeth in Jesus.” The con- 
victions which govern its action might be embodied in the condusion 
- of a Romanist Bible-reader, of whom we have heard. When for the 
first time he had access to the Word of God, he read for a long time in 
silence in the midst of his family, and at length exclaimed, “If.this book is 
true, we are wrong!” Having resumed his reading, he at length again broke 
silence by saying, “If this book is true, we are lost!” But after a third and 
more protracted perusal, he joyfully exclaimed, “If this book is true, we may 
be saved!” All other truths are of secondary importance, and all other 
interests are trifling compared with salvation. a 
But, Sir, this Society does not practically ignore any real interest of man, 
considered individually or socially, with regard to his physical, intellectual or 
moral necessities. The founders and patrons of this Society have, as accurately _ 
as others, estimated the nature and extent of every human interest. And to 
them, as much as to any other class of men, belongs the sentiment, which an- 
ciently drew such applause when uttered in the Roman Theatre: “We 
are men—and are deeply concerned in all that belongs tomen.” And in devo- 
tion to the one object of the Society, they find scope for the exercise of every 
right feeling towards men, and for the operation of their influence in all the 
appropriate departments of human endeavor, fully aware, from history and 
observation, that the influence of the Gospel is absolutely essential to the 
highest development of man, in his social and civil relations, in his intellectual 
and moral nature. Hence it will appear, that the work thus proposed is 
eminently congenial with the purest patriotism, the widest philanthropy, and 
the loftiest piety. _ 
_ Sir, we do know that man is not shorn of his manhood by subjection to “ the 
powers of the world to.come.” He is in no sense debased by communion with the 
God of glory, and by moral conformity to the image of his Son. He cannot be 
unfitted for his relations and duties to human society because he is ‘ made 
meet for the inheritance of the saints in light.” And we know this by the 
plainest induction of facts. We cannot fail to see, that the nations in which 
the Gospel has been most fully preached, and exerted the widest influence, _ 
are, at this hour, in art, in science, in commerce, in government and in morals, 
the foremost nations on the face of the earth. Will any pretend that New- 
England is behind her neighbors in any essential particular, because of the pre- 
dominance of the religious element over the masses of her population, from its 
earliest history? Or, to cite a single fact bearing on the general argument, I 
need hardly remind you, that, while our almshouses are filled with paupers, 
and our prisons with criminals, and a great proportion of these were bred in 
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4 foreign lands, yet the children of old Bible-reading, catechising, sermon-hearing 
4H Scotland are not to be found in either class or place, Little affinity have they 
for pauperism or crime. . And while the Scot tells us, with instinctive love o 
country, that his is “no’ a very great country, but of muckle pith and spirit,” 
no man, I presume, will dare to say that the Gospel, which has been so gener- 
| ally and powerfully preached. there, from the days of John Knox until the 
e | present time, has done aught to weaken her pith, or to quench her spirit. 
if, No, sir; while the Gospel grasps the highest interests of the life to come, it 
ei) does not disdain, but rather fosters the subordinate interests of the life that 
ath | now is. And yast and varied are those incidental benefits which Religion,—as 
1; Hall would say,—thus scatters by the way, in her march to immortality. 
Thus, Sir, I repeat, that the work proposed and prosecuted by this Society, 


, wi appeals with commanding power, to all true: patriots, genuine lovers of their 
i country—and to all true. philanthropists, sincere lovers of mankind. But I 

4 speak to a Christian audience; to those who, duly awake. to all subordinate 

1) Bg objects, yet “glory only in the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ ;” who have felt 
a the dread significance of that ancient inquiry, “ What shall it profit a man, if he 


shall gain the whole world, and lose his own soul?’ I speak to those who may be 

| ft _ supposed to sympathize with the Redeemer in his travail of soul for the rescue 

; | i of lost men, and whose ruling desire it must therefore be, that men may hear 

it the Gospel and “ believe to the saving of the soul.” And to such, the work of 

| this Society commends itself by all that is dear and by all that is dreadful. 

To their view, man’s immortal future is flushed with radiant glories or with 

kindling flames. And with them, the argument. is very brief and perfectly 

_ conclusive. If the moral wants of mankind caused the son of God to be lifted 

up, then the objects contemplated by that sacrifice must infinitely transcend 

all others. Here then the Society plants itself, and hence appeals to our pro- 

foundest regards. We seek to promote the preaching of the Gospel, for those 
very objects, for which the Messiah poured out his soul unto death. 

But the second division of our discourse would include the field of their 


operations, involving the extent of the work demanded. And this is North 
America.

Hence, Sir, this Society, as a Home Mission, appeals to our local attachment, 
and love of country. It prosecutes its beneficent action in the land of our 
birth, the home of our fathers. And, setting aside all that may be purely 
: selfish in our love of country, all that is incompatible with universal benevo- 
1) lence, we claim nevertheless for this Society a regard on the ground that 
| it is a Home Missionary organization. If unerring Wisdom required of the 
i captive Israelite that he should seek the good of the city whither he was 

carried a captive, it will not be denied that our native country may have just 
Tea 7 claims upon our especial regards. The bare facts that I have breathed its air, 
Te been cheered by its sunlight—that I have drank from its streams, and fed 
1a from its fruits, and been protected and nurtured by its institutions—that it 
i | _ has given me a home, and a home to my loved ones, and that I regard it as 
ih the abode where my children after me may dwell, and form their destinies for 
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an immortal world, give it strong claims upon my generous regards. Indeed, 
to disregard the interests of this Home Field would involve much of the un- 
mitigated baseness of neglecting to provide for one’s own family. He who 
allows the elements of evil to operate here, unchecked by such agencies as he 
can employ ; and suffers it to lack the elements of good which he can impart 
or sustain in it, practically gives his consent that his posterity shall take their 
chance for this life and the next in circumstances of unspeakable peril. He 
virtually refuses to place them on a vantage ground of priceless importance— 
to throw around them safeguards, which, under God, might insure their tem- 
poral and eternal welfare. I insist that such a one does, in effect, welcome 
the elements and agents of evil to do their worst ; to riot and ravage, at will, 
among the homes of our land, and the homes of his children! , 

But on the ground of opportunity, involved in it asa Home Field, the friends 
of this Society may base a powerful plea for it daims. “To do good to all 
men, as we have opportunity,” is an apostolic maxim. The opportunity de- 
fines at once the nature and the extent of our obligation to beneficent action. 
And it can be made to appear, that this field affords to us opportunity to do 
good, in greater variety and measure, than any other, and perhaps than all 
_ others. Some of these may claim our attention hereafter. But I speak now 
particularly of our location in it, of ready communication with all parts of it ; 


_ and the directness and power with which we may operate upon it. Sir, we are 


on the field: no oceans need be crossed, no strange inhospitable deserts passed, 
nor hostile tribes encountered, to reach the scene of our operations. The 
whitened fields are before us; and we may reap if we will. The channels of 
influence are opened at our very doors, extending to the remotest borders of 
the land, through which the tide of blessings may be poured. And more, the 
streams of blessing are already flowing, and we may swell their volume, and 


_ accelerate their flow. “Others have labored,” and we may, we must, or 


prove recreant at once to man and to God, “ enter into their labors,” and prose- 
_ cute their holy work. We may speak from our own homes, and our voices may 
be heard over the Alleganies, across the mighty prairies of the West, and echo 
down the Pacific slope, to the dwellers in Oregon and California. Figures 
apart, our influence on this land may be direct, immediate, and mighty 
through God, and beneficent as mighty. Thus in the fact of opportunity we 
have the ground of claims immensely great, as urged upon us by the Home 
field. 

_ But it is worthy of special consideration that it has some of the features of 
a foreign mission. Our population is no longer one speaking wholly a common 
language. We have much to do with men of foreign birth, and of strange 
tongues, now transplanted to our own shores. They have become constituent 
parts of our population. We need men who can speak to them, “in their own 
tongues wherein they were born, the wonderful works of God.” But this re- 
quires missionaries speaking nearly every language of Europe. Had we here 
this evening a delegation from each of the nations now largely represented by 
dwellers upon our own soil, and should all of them speak to us in their yernac- 
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ular, we should have a lively illustration of the confusion of tongues at Babel. 
It is pleasant to know that this Society has cared for them, and made the fullest 
provision in their power to meet their moral wants. Their missionaries have 
preached in some twelve different languages during the past year. 


But more than this, we have among us the natives of India. China, the | | 


strange land of unnumbered myriads, until of late walled around with impas- 
sable barriers, has not merely been entered by our foreign missionaries, but 


she has sprung a-leak, and poured upon our shores some 25,000 of her swarthy 


children. | 

- How earnestly were the eyes of Christendom formerly turned upon that 
inaccessible land, in quest of some access to its deluded population! But now 
God tests our sincerity, our love and faith, by placing them at our doors and 
bidding us “to speak” to them the words of eternal life. The children of 
Confucius are sent to the disciples of Him of Nazareth, to learn of them wiser 
maxims than those of their great Teacher, viz., “‘ Words whereby they may be 
saved.” How wonderful is this! Or, rather, have we not become so sated with 

wonders, that we are nearly incapable of impression from what. is morally 
marvellous? Doctor L. Bacon is reported to have said in some anniversary 

address, some years since, that he could remember the time when he did not 


expect that he should ever see “a live Catholic.” But, sir, who of us did ex- 


pect to live to see the time when there would be tens of thousands of “live | 
Chinamen” in our land, accessible to the sound of the Gospel? O, had we the 
thirst for souls, the passion forsproselytism, possessed by Catholic Xavier, I 
doubt not that, with “ the words which are spirit and life,” and the “fellowship 
of the spirit ” of God, we might soon win converts to the Cross among those 
seekers for gold on our Western shores, and enrich them with “gold tried in 
the fire,’ and they might become the agents of the foreign mission, to push 
the conquests of the Cross in their own land. And such should be the fact 
with these children of the various nations who are congregated at our doors. 

_ What means this gathering of the nations within our borders—if not that 
God intends to make them participants of our religious advantages, and that 
a reflex influence shall go out from this lan4 to bless the nations of the earth? 
Thus interpreted, we have a partial solution of the import of that wonderful 
immigration which has been setting in upon our country during the past few 
years, and which has had no parallel in the history of man. 

- What an appeal is there here to our Christian philanthropy ! And, sir, by 
this Society, as well as by the Foreign Missionary Union, we may effectually 
respond to that appeal. Through its agency we may practically prove that we 
regard all men as our neighbors, by the labor of love we undertake for those 
of every nation who come within the reach of our Christian influence. If our — 
modern savans, more profound than the inspired history, are unable to refer 
all the varieties of the human race to a common parentage, we can show to the 
world that we find in them all the same moral likeness ; that we recognize 
with them alla common relation to the same great Father, and own the ties 
of a common brotherhood. 
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And if it is an awful thing that the servants of Christ have been so long in 
conveying the gospel to a few of the millions of other lands, who shall estimate 
the enormity of the neglect if we fail to bless those whom God has sent to our 
very doors ? | 

But the claims of this field must be estimated not simply from its relations 
to us as a home field, nor from its relations to other lands, but from the mag- 
nitude of the work required. No one can regard it, on the most cursory view, 
as other than a vast work to secure the preaching of the gospel to the popula- 
tion of our country; and I now speak of those portions of it which are com- 
paratively destitute. But the Reports of this and kindred societies are fitted 
to give us deeper impressions of this than could arise from a cursory view of 
it. You cannot fail to notice that they uniformly represent it as a field rapid- 
ly enlarging—multiplying its necessities, and involving increasing obligations. 
Now to one who has any definite idea of the extent of the field which has 
been claiming our endeavors during the past twenty years, there is something ~ 
formidable, positively alarming in the idea of its further enlargement—alarming, 
I mean, in the responsibility which must correspond with its extent, and with 
our ability to furnish the needful supplies. To a considerate mind there is 
something startling, something oppressive—almost insupportable in the fact 
that divine Providence bids us in tones of commanding authority to cultivate 
that field. The harvest is so great,and the laborers available so few, that - 
despondency would seem pardonable in any but the firmest spirits, fortified by 
the strongest faith. Iam here reminded of the sadness of the senior Secretary 
during an interview in 1838. Much pleasure had been anticipated in the inter- 
view at the Rooms ; and I had intended to lay before him the claims of certain 
parts of the State of Michigan, with the wants of which I had become partially 
acquainted, during a residence in it of two years. I found him in conversation 
with a gentleman from another Western State, in relation to its destitution. 
And he seemed so burdened with the pressing calls of the rast field, and the 
utter inadequacy of the means at the control of the Society, that the pleasure 
of the meeting was marred for me, and I could say little of the claims which I 
designed to urge. | 

It is manifest that the wants of the field have never been met at any period since 
the organization of the Society. And, more than this, the Society has never 
been enabled to approximate very nearly to the performance of that share of the 
needful work for which the denomination has been responsible, by virtue of 
the numbers and ability which God has given it. Large regions of rich prom- 
ise have been left wholly unoccupied, not simply by ourselves, but by every 
other class of evangelical laborers ; and meantime they have been accessible 
to every form of error and of evil. Hence, were the demands precisely the 
same as twenty years since, and Oregon, and California, and New Mexico, and 
other vast regions, had few or no claims upon us,I should say that the plea 
of the Society for the supplies they have specified, is based in perfect truth, 
and all-sufficient moderation. And I insist that this sum, though exceeding 
the amount yet furnished in any single year, is not sufficiently large to be

particularly creditable to the many ten thousands who are called upon to 
contribute it. It would be far from exhausting their resources, or, as I fear, 
from fairly meeting their responsibilities. With the most judicious application of 
this amount, large regions (we should think them such at the East) would remain 
destitute, and their moral wants would cry in piteous tones for Christian love 
and bounty to come to their rescue. Could Paul speak of such an outlay, for 
such a cause, from such a people, I doubt not he would call in tones of fra- 
ternal entreaty, and of Apostolic authority, for an enlargement of our faith, and 
zeal, and liberality. And James, were he to speak, passing by a magnificent 
outlay, as we may think it, for Home Missions, would give us sundry sharp 
and pregnant hints touching the worthlessness of a faith which hath not cha- 
racteristic and corresponding works. 

But we are reminded of a widening field; one already seusity eiisscieiting 
the limits in preceding remarks. And tiie into view the millions now em-— 
braced in our population, and the multiplied millions who at the present ratio of 
increase must people this land at no distant day, we are overcome by the im- 
pressions thence derived of the mighty interests which are at stake, and which 
must be decided within a few years. The statistics of .this subject: reliable as 
they are, for aught I can see, are fitted to stun if not to crush one. They be- 
wilder by their vastness. They even oppress the imagination. Unless Prov- 
idence shall interpose a check to the causes now in operation, this vast land must 
be peopled. But the territory already peopled is so vast, that all New England 
might be struck away from it by some vagrant orb of the heavens, or sunk in 
the ocean, without a very material diminution of its magnitude. 

Sir, I dare not suppose that I have experienced in any considerable measure, 
the Seteiadiabiin which Doctor Magoon attributes to eastern men after a few 
years’ residence at the West. A very limited opportunity for observation was 
afforded me ‘during a two years’ residence in one of the frontier States of the 
West. After fifteen years, I traversed a part of the same route, and my late 
observations rendered me a firm believer in the possibility of such an expan- — 
sion, in the case of minds having a susceptibility for it.. And it is very desir- 
able that Eastern men should so far experience this in their own homes, as to 
qualify them to judge of their obligations. Let them, therefore, ponder the 
facts which are before them on this subject. Let them think of Massachusetts, 
and her wide-spread influence; and remember that Ohio and Kentucky would 

each fotm five such States in territorial extent. Michigan, Illinois, Iowa, and 
- Wisconsin would each form seven such States. Missouri, nine ; Texas, rey 
four ; and our whole county, four hundred and forty-eight: 

And although there are vast regions sparsely or not at all peopled, yet it is 
_ now admitted that there are people in very considerable numbers in some parts 

of the West. There are more than 12,000,000 on the other side the Allega- 
nies; and they are active and business-like in their habits. We may justly 
infer this from the fact, that, some six years’ since, it was computed at the 
“ River and Harbor Convention,” held at Chicago, that the value of the com- 
merce afloat on their inland waters was $439,000,000, being double the amount 
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of our foreign commerce. And perhaps the most striking thing connected 
_ with these astonishing results, is the brief period during which they have been 
achieved. And from the past we must judge of the future. 

But this conducts us to one of the most startling considerations, viz.: the 

amazing rapidity with which the population of the West increases. Take, for 
illustration, some of their cities. In twenty-three years, Chicago boicnenas the 
home of fifty thousand inhabitants. Sir, since I began preaching, the whole 
population of that city could have been seated in my vestry. But that 
population is now computed at about seventy thousand. In twenty years, St. 
Louis passed from four thousand to sixty thousand, and has now ninety thou- 
sand. Cincinnati, settled within the memory of some now living, numbers 
one hundred and sixty thousand ; yet Boston. we are told, was wwe hundred 
_ years in raising her population to fifty thousand ! 
_ At the present rate of progress, the population of the Western Valley proper, 
would, at no distant period, equal that of China. But supposing the rate 
to be reduced to the smallest ratio fairly conceivable in the case, and still the 
numbers who must dwell there are positively enormous. 

Now, from this consideration, who does not see an argument of momentous 

force, for timely endeavors, to season this mighty mass with the salt of divine 
- truth. There is imminent danger that the field will grow beyond our grasp; 
that we shall not keep pace in our supply with the mighty strides of its advanc- 
ing necessity. It were a question of momentous import, whether we are not 
already so far behind that we cannot overtake the tide of population as it rolls 
onward. But it is not a question whether this can be done if we delay much 
longer, or if we move forward only at our present rate. Let the disproportion 
between the demand and the supply increase a little longer, and we may de- 
spair of gaining our object. 

From such considerations, we may estimate the magnitude of the work 
assigned to the churches of our land, and the proportion of that work which 
God binds upon the churches of our own denomination. And we cannot hesi- 
tate to say that our churches are morally bound to pour into the treasury of 
this Society three times the annual amount which they have.contributed in any © 
former year. And besides, a “ Fund for church edifices should be raised of not 
less than fifty thousand dollars.’ The examples of other kindred societies 
in these particulars should be regarded as admonitory to ourselves. The fund 
for this purpose, which we greatly need, and which frem our ability we 
ought to raise, has already been raised by several of the Evangelical denomi- 
nations. 

And the same holds true of the demand for faithful preachers of the Gospel. 
_ The call for such is piteous and affecting as that from Macedonia to Paul in the 
vision of the night. And there is something astounding in the fact, that men 
of God so generally fail to hear or to regard this call. One can hardly avoid 
the conclusion, that the will overrides the judgment and the conscience in such 
cases. Doctor Lyman Beecher complained of this some years since, in an an- 
niversary address at New Haven. It might be inferred from his announce- 
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ment, that Eastern men would not hear a call from God for the West, unless 
Gabriel should put his trump beneath heaven’s blue concave and blow a blast — 


which would make “ the hollow deep of hell resound,” and start the sheeted 


dead from their sepulchres. 0, sir, is it not pitiful, that scores of ministers, 
in manhood’s prime, will linger in the East—gentlemen at large, so far as re- 
gards ministerial labor—“ in quest of a vacancy,” as the polite phrase is, or at 
best, in circumstances where they rather vegetate than live to purpose, when, 
within the limits of three days’ travel, they might find fields as vacant of Chris- 
tian laborers as the Prince of Darkness himself could desire, yet promising, 
under liberal culture, harvests which an angel would deem it a privilege to 
reap; harvests which would gloriously repay a life-time of toil, and for the 
gathering of which it were a privilege to die. 

But the work prosecuted by the Society has claims upon our regards, from 
the dangers which threaten our land in all its great interests, politically, mor- 
ally, and religiously considered. These are such as are incident to a new coun- 
try, with its toils, privations, and destitutions—where the supply of physical 
wants becomes for a time a matter of absorbing interest—and in the absence 
of the means of social, intellectual and moral culture; where the old ties of 
established society are all ruptured; where new society must be formed by 
strangers from various sections of the country, having among themselves al- 
most as many points of repulsion as of attraction. Add to this the strange 
heterogeneous elements of a foreign immigration—embracing the children of 
various nations—severed each from the other by strange languages, customs, 
instincts; trained under widely-different civil institutions, and bringing with 
them variant and conflicting forms of religious faith. He .surely is blind and 
cannot see afar off, who cannot see in these circumstances elements of great 
danger. Under this last specification stand out, in great prominence, Roman 
Catholicism and German infidelity. I need spend no time in characterizing 
either. I presume on your good sense and general intelligence, and will only 
remind you, that “ whoso eateth of their eggs dieth; and that which is crush- 
ed breaketh out into a viper.” Concerning these, and especially the former, 
as better known and longer under consideration, two extremes of feeling have 
prevailed. The one is that of alarm verging upon despair of our country. I 
have myself felt this in former years, until it held mine eyes waking, and the 
visions of the night troubled me upon my bed. I have had before me the 
vision of our noble country given a prey to these spoilers, and its brightest 
promise “ quenched in the blackness of darkness.” And with native love of 
country I have shuddered at the dismal prospect, and wished I might not live 
to behold its realization if it were tocome. I have appropriated the words of. 
Job: “O that thou wouldst hide me in the grave, that thou wouldst keep me 


secret until thy wrath be over-passed.” With the ancient Trojan, I have 


sighed :— 


** May I lie cold before that dreadful day, 
Pressed with a load of monumental clay.” 
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The other extreme is that of vain confidence,—a groundless security. The 

latter has more generally prevailed of late, But, with more courage than 
formerly, I still see no ground for confidence but in the large and devout — 
application of the means of evangelization. The agents and instruments of 
evil are numerous and powerful, and ever as active as their master would have 
them. And our safety lies not in indolent security. We may be sure that 
mischief will not die a natural death, and that Satan will not. resign the 
struggle for predominance in this land without working all the enginery of 
-hell—not without pouring out upon it the very dregs of the infernal pit. Give 
these various forms of error time to fortify and intrench themselves upon our 
soil, and they will be found as difficult to dislodge as the Russians at Se- 
bastopol. | 

But as yet, there are grounds of hope in our case. We have all the needful 
means of evangelization, and every advantage for their application. We have 
a free Bible, and “the word of God is not bound.” We have a free pulpit, 
whence the powerful word may sound out over all the land. We have a free 
press, and prolific beyond all precedent. Ours is a reading people,and we have 
unexampled opportunitysto bring to bear upon the masses the hallowed 
influence of a religious literature. And by all these mighty agencies, we can 
assail the popular mind untrammelled, nay, protected by the civil power. 
Let these be applied, in humble yet trustful dependence upon God,—let them 
be interfused with the constituent elements of new society in the West, and 
we may anticipate the grandest results. We do not theorize nor declaim in 
such announcements. We have a noble example of the experiment in point, 
and the world has done homage to its fruits. I refer to the Puritan emigra- 
tion which settled New England. They brought the Bible as well as the axe 
and the plough ; and reared the sanctuary and school-house along with their 
own dwellings. And, after the example of the Supreme Being, six days they 
labored and did all their work, and they rested the seventh day and hallowed it. 
And as the results of this experiment, they have given to the world the 
model of a more perfect civilization than the world had before seen. They 
constructed a society which has conferred upon its members generally a 
heritage of more rich and varied benefits, than had ever before been given to . 
mortals. Hence we judge that if the various instruments of civil, intellectual 
and moral culture before named, be duly applied, the future history of our 
country may be glorious beyond example. We do believe, Sir, that such a 
field and such opportunities were never before given to men, since “the morn- 
ing stars sang together and the sons of God shouted for joy.” 

But who, Sir, can estimate the extent of the calamity, if such opportunity 
should be lost, and the enterprise of subjecting this continent to Christ should 
fail, and the present splendid promise should suffer disastrous eclipse? And 
what symbols of mourning would be suited to such an event? We are 
reminded of the inquiries of the great modern master of rhetoric, concerning 
the fitting obsequies of alost soul. But the inquiries should become yet more 
impassioned when we contemplate the jmmortal destinies of myriads of souls. 
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The language of that powerful paragraph is not adequate to such an occasion : 
—<“Tt would not suffice for the sun to vail his light, and the moon her brightness, — 
to cover the ocean with mourning, and- the heayens with sackcloth—nor, 
were the whole fabric of nature to become animated and vocal, would it be 


_ possible for her to utter a groan so deep or a cry so piercing, as would expr ess 
the magnitude and extent of such a catastrophe.” And, Sir, should we 


contribute or constructively consent to such a result, posterity with its million 
voices would bitterly curse our apathy,—hell would hold a jubilee, and be 
moved from beneath to meet us in our fall! ! 

We may well believe that such an opportunity as is now given us, if once 
lost, can never be repeated. Is it not too much to hope that such an experi- 
ment can ever be renewed? And the next twenty-five or fifty years may be 
the crisis in our national history, whose consequences shall be felt by millions 
for weal or woe to the latest period of time. 

_ And are we duly mindful of the fact, that we are suffered, if we will, to bend 
our energies to this great enterprise, while the energies of Europe are tasked 
for baleful war? How affecting the contrast! 0, while millions of her — 


treasure shall be expended, and the blood of her song, by scores of thousands, 


shall be poured out like water, in murderous conflict; may not more than 
fragments of our bounty be consecrated to the bloodless victories of the Cross ? 
And may not this Society be enriched and strengthened for its noble work, 
by at least the additions to its means for which it pleads in the name of our 
common country, and in the sacred name of Christ? I would not exaggerate 
the claims of this organization, nor overlook the others which have done so 
much and which promise still more for the field now before us. But I cannot 
hesitate to say, that this Society has long surveyed this field with a just con- 
ception of its wants, of its perils, and its promise. It has looked upon it with 
a sympathizing heart, and has lent a ready and skillful hand, and has sacredly 
applied all the means at its disposal, for the prosecution of its hallowed work. 
And more than this: it has ever struck hands with the other benevolent 
organizations—as the Bible, Sunday-School, Tract and Publication Societies. 
It has rejoiced in their prosperity, availed itself of their wees and aimed 
in turn to give efficiency to their hallowed operations. 

I would not, if I could, subtract a dollar from these, or from the Foreign 
Missionary Union, or its kindred associations. I would rather swell the value 
of the contributions which enrich their treasuries. But I would, if I might, 
immensely multiply the resources of this Society, and rapidly enlarge the circle 
of its influence, that so the more speedily our vast rivers might be 
bordered with the “tree of life” and our plains and valleys blossom with the 
Rose of Sharon. Aye, Sir; we would gird every arm with strength that 
labors in the home or foreign work, to realize the glad vision of the prophet: 


“So shall they fear the name of the Lord from the West, and his glory from 
the rising of the Sun.” 
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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON ROOMS. 


ADOPTED BY THE SOCIETY, MAY 9, 1855. 


THe Committee to whom was referred the Special Report of the Executive 
Board on Rooms, with various documents and resolutions relating to the same, 
beg leave to report :— 

Your Committee find the special report referred to, a very carefully drawn 
document, reciting the history of the measures which Mies resulted in the oc- 
cupation of the present rooms, under the instructions of the Society, and setting 
forth both the dissatisfaction which has arisen in consequence of such occu- 

-pancy, and the remedy which the Board would suggest. This remedy and the 
grounds of it are thus stated, in the following preamble and resolution passed 
by the Board in February of the present year: 

Whereas, There exists a diversity of opinion among the friends of the Soci- 
ety, as to its present location, in consequence of which the harmony of the So- 
ciety is disturbed; and, whereas, it is supposed that sufficient sums could be 
procured from our brethren and friends to secure an eligible building, to be held 
by the Society, free from incumbrances ; therefore, oe 

Resolved, That if it be found, after a full understanding of the tenure by which 
the Society now holds and may continue to hold the possession of these rooms, 
that in remaining here its unity cannot be preserved, we recommend that the 
Society remove to an independent location, provided that a suitable building 
can be obtained, free from incumbrances, and without drawing from the Soci- 
ety’s treasury for general purposes. 

Your Committee concurring in general in the measures here suggested, and 
believing that no question so immaterial in itself as the rooms for a Society’s 
business, whatever the merits of such question, should be allowed to become 

_ the occasion of division among brethren, and a hinderance to the great work of 

home evangelization, but should be adjusted by such a yielding of preferences 
- mutually, as accords with the self-sacrificing spirit of the Gospel; and, further, 
in the belief that such an adjustment accords with the views both of the Ex- 
ecutive Board of this Society as above expressed, and of the Board of the So- — 
ciety from which the lease is derived, as set forth in their published acts, recom- 
mend, in order to a final and satisfactory adjustment of these differences, the 
adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That this Society will remove its place of business to another lo- 
cation, the property of which shall be vested in this Society ; and that the fol- 
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lowing shall be the methods and conditions for the attainment of this result, 
z.: Ebenezer Cauldwell, Thomas Thomas, John B. Durbrow, John M. Fer- 
rier, William T. Dugan, and George Gault, are hereby constituted and appoint- 


_ ed a Committee, with power to solicit and receive donations and subscriptions, 


without expense to the Treasury of the Society, for the purchase or erection of 
a suitable building ; and to purchase or erect the same. 

The location shall be south of Canal Street, in the city of New York, ina 
central and accessible situation, and the rooms shall be, as nearly as may 
be, equally commodious and convenient with those now occupicd by the 

The Committee are not limited as to the amount of money to be seed and 
expended for this object ; but the total cost of the property procured and ready 
for use shall not exceed double the amount of money actually received or sub- 


~ scribed, and the Committee shall be satisfied that the rents arising from such 


parts of the building as are not wanted for the uses of the Society, will pay the 
annual interest and expenses, and eventually extinguish the debt. 

Whenever rooms are so furnished to this Society, the Executive Board are 
hereby authorized and instructed to remove from the present location, and to 
enter upon the possession and use of the same. 


Your Committee further recommend that the Special Report of the Board 


referred to above be accepted, and printed with the Minutes.

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MISSIONARY BOXES. 


FEMALE Societies iad others who propose to make donations of clothing, etc., to our missionaries, 
will please observe the following statements and directions: 


THE DONATIONS ARE EXTRA. 


Such donations cannot be applied as a part of the Missionarys’ salary, or credited as receipts into 
our treasury, though they will be acknowledged in the Home Mission Record, as extra. The mis- 
sionary needs his salary in money. Therefore, while such tokens of kindness are gratefully received 
by the missionaries, and as gratefully acknowledged by the Board, it should not be overlooked that 
the Missionaries cannot be sustained in the field, unless our treasury is supplied with the full amount 
of money necessary for their support. If that is promptly supplied, it will, indeed, be a favor to 
many missionary families to receive additional donations of clothing; but if, by the preparation of 
the boxes, their salaries would, as a consequence, be diminished, it would prove a disadvantage to 
them instead of a favor. 


CONTENTS OF BOXES. 


The female societies and sewing circles are generally good judges of the sort of articles which 
should be procured, or “ made up” for a missionary box. Nevertheless,in answer to the frequent 


inquiries upon the subject, we take the liberty of suggesting that the following articles, in the or- 
der in which they are named, are most frequently desired. 1. Plain, substantial wearing apparel, 


including cloaks, overcoats and shawls. 2. Bedding. 3, Stationery. 4. Theological books, and 
Sabbath-school books. 5. Any light articles which are useful in families. 


DIRECTIONS. 


_ Address a letter to our Corresponding Secretary, and state how large a family you are ready to 
supply. The Secretary will, in reply, give information concerning such a family or families; the 


number of males and females composing it; their ages and sizes; together with Speier post-office 
- address; the manner of marking and forwarding the boxes, &c. 


When the box is packed, there should be placed in it, where it will be readily seen, a letter or 
paper, containing alist of the articles in it, with the estimated value, the name of the Society which 
sends them, and the name of the post-office address (plainly written) of. the person to whom the 
missionary may transmit an acknowledgment in return. 

As the box will probably experience hard usage on the way, it should be strong and tight, firmly 
nailed, and, if large, hooped or otherwise well secured. It should then be plainly directed and for- 
warded exactly according to the instructions communicated by the Secretary. At the same time a 
letter should be sent by mail to the missionary, apprising him that the box is on its way to him, 
with the name of the vessel or transportation line by which it is sent And, unless the transpor- 
tation is prepaid by the Society who sent it, if a bank-note is enclosed of sufficient amount to pay 
that expense—say from $3 to $5—our friends may rest assured that it will be money well laid out.* 
It is desirable, also, that our Corresponding Secretary should be apprised, as soon as convenient, 


that the box has been sent, so that a memorandum may be made against the entry on our books, for 
the clothing. ; 


THE LATEST PERIOD FOR SENDING BOXES. 


tks” All boxes of clothing intended for the Western States should be on their way by the first of 
October; otherwise, there will be danger of their being detained somewhere by the close of navi- 
gation, and even of being miscarried and lost.

AMERICAN Baptist Home Mission Rooms, New York, June, 1855. 


You have, probably, been apprized of the action of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, 
at its Anniversary in Brooklyn, on the 9th of May last, by which a foundation was laid fora happy 
adjustment of differences relative to the location of its place of business; and also of that of a Con- 
vention assembled in Chicago, Ill, on the 14th of the same month, in which a hearty response to 
that action was given, accompanied with a pledge of co-operation in a plan of removal. 

In the Society’s Meeting, a Committee was appointed, to carry out the important design of pur- 
chasing or building a Home Mission House; to procure the necessary means of paying for the same, 
and to secure the property in fee to the Society. The Committee are employing proper means for 
securing a suitable place as soon as they are supplied with the needful amount of cash or reliable 
subscriptions. The limits within which the Society require the location to be selected ; the restric- 
tion to have at command at least one half the whole amount of purchase money before buying; 
and other conditions required, make the duty of the Committee difficult and onerous. Never- 
theless, they do not hesitate to say the objects contemplated by the Society can be realized if means 
are promptly supplied. It is not designed to spend a large amount of money for the purpose. 
Several thousand dollars are already subscribed, and a few thousand more guaranteed at once will 
enable them to put the Society in possession of a house, ample, in all respects, for its purposes. A 
portion of the amount subscribed, possibly one half, will be required as soon as the purchase ig 
made, after which the payment of the remaining balance will, probably, be made reasonably easy. 

The object is one of great-importance. In its accomplishment we may hope for a renewal of the 
harmony and prosperity which for so many years distinguished the counsels and action of the Home 
Mission Society and its Executive Board; a renewal made paramount by peculiar circumstances in 
the Christian and secular world, and especially in our own country at the present day. Let us all 
put our hands to this work. It will then be easily and speedily done. Let us have the Home Mis- 
sion House, where, removed from the causes of contention which lately existed and will be revived,
